cauſe of offences, they ſhould ſtudie mildneſle; com- 
paſſion towards good men oppreſled, and patience a- 
mid{t cheir mileries : That, by the bond of peace, they 
ſhould rerainevnitie of ſpiritz And finally, that caſting 
away the care of earthly eaſements,they ſhould meck- 
ly indure pouerrtie, and worldly diſpleaſures, that thus 
by their doctrine, and example of lite, Chriſt might be 
olorified, the Church increaſed, andrheir Miniſterie 
admired. 

And ſurely the Apoſtles, and their ſucceſſors, in all 
their trauailes ouer the face ot the earth . thus vnder- 
taken by the commandement of their Maſter, fo bcha- 
ued themſclues in all occurrances, bur eſpecially in 
this obſeruancie of difference betweene politicall Go- 
uernement and Eccleftaſticall orders, that by this note 
onely they were acknowledged to bee the true Diſci- 
ples and followers of their glorified Maſter. For they 
not onely Preached with puritie the cucrlaſting will 
of 50d {without intermingling of humane fancies) 
bur allo, in all places accuſtomed to teach; That vpon 
carth Ceſars (Kings) were to bee acknowledged next 
vnto God, andto be reuerenced before all other mor- 
tall men; They ſtiled chem zhezy Lords, payed them tri- 
bute, made interceſſion vnto God for their welfare; 
And vnto ſuchas ſpake cuill of the Magiſtrate, they 
threatned reuenge from aboue. From ail worldly at- 
taires, eſpecially trom theabuſe of Armes,they abhor- 
red; Knowing that the twofold ſword of the Church 
was intruſtedto ſaluationand regeneration, and not 
for diftrution. So farre were they euen from imagi- 
nation, to thinke it lawtull to difenthronize any King 

Or. 
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{o/ne his people from their Othes of _/2g7ance, or to 

proue maſterics with him about Precederctes. But ra- 
ther they thought it a worke worthy their calling, by 
the ſpace oftwo hundred and ſeuentic yeeres, to ſutfer 
moſt bitter and terrible perſecutions , and thoſe too 
rather to bee indured by ſtedfaſt fairhin Chriſt Ieſus, 
by zealous calling vpon his Name, and by glorious 
Martyrdome; then by rebellious impatiencie, and vio- 
lent Meditation of requitall; Andall this, not without 
admirable increaſe, and good ſucceſle to the Church 
of Chriſt, 

For in what Age was the face of the Church more 
amiable, or liker the head thereof , cuen Chriſt Ieſus, 
then'when after his aſcenſion, his Diſciples (ſtriuing 
to fulfill his Teſtament; and their ſucceflors, treading 
inthe very ſame footeſteps) Preached faithfully and 
purely the Goſpel through 1udea, Samaria, and Pate- 
ftine? After that, when fo glorious and conſpicuous, 
as when with their fellow labourers, taking their Iour- 
nyes towards other Nations , but eſpecially towards 
Roe (at that time the chiefe Seate of the Empire)and 
the bordering Regions, they imployedtheir times in 
dreſſing, in Planting and in watering the Lords vinc- 
yard,v:z. From the time of Lizus to Suciter, and Ce- 


far Conſtantine by the ſpace of two hundred and hiftic 


yeeres, vader moſt vnſufferable Perſecutions, euen to 
the loſſe of their liues and deareſt bloods? 

But afſoone as Conflantine by the diuine prouidence 
had giuen peace tothe afflicted Churches, and that 
the Biſhops being deliuered from their lurking cor- 
ners, from Vaults and from dennes , wnerein daring 


or Potentate, though a moſt wicked one; either to ab- 


- 
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the time of Perſecution they had ſate conducted their 
bodies, then, Iſay, ſhamedthey not to giue them- 
ſelues ouer to the delights ofthe world, to vnprofita- 
ble idlencfle : ro liue a pleaſurable lite; to degenerate 
fromthe wayes of their predeceſſors, through neglect 
| of Gods word, being wholly ſeduced with carnall at- 
: fections. Then began they to giue coulorable cloth- 
ingto the doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, by Ca- 
ons , Decretals, and Ceremonies : Then began theyto 
deuiſe new appellations of D7gntie: To preferre one 
Church betore all other , and finally bluſhed not to 
confound all orders both Ciuill and Eccleſiaſticall, 
Whereupon preſently followed fo vaiuerſall a contu- 
ſion of Doctrine, Dilcipline and Order , that they no 
longer ſeemed to repreſent the Jate Paſtours of the 
Lords flocke, but raueuing Wolues z not Prieſts but 
blaſphemers ; not Do&tors but deiectors of ſoules 
trom the {weete aſpect of thetace of God. 
For ſurely, they didnot onely obſcure in a wonder- 
ous maner the {inceritic of the Chriſtian dodtrine by 
their humane traditions; gaue it ſo great a ſcandall by 
ſuperſtitious impietie, and heatheniſh inuocation of 
Soules departed;and fo wickedly polluted it with blal- 
phemous Idolatrie; But all honeſtie and dilcypline be- 
ing troden vnderfoote, in all ſeducement and oppreſ(- 
ſion of veritic, they ſpent their whole dayes in Sodo- 
miticall abuſes, in Wantonneſle, in Luxurie, in Ribal-/ 
drie, in VVhoring,in Sacrilege, in Contention,in Ne- 
cromancie, in Charmes, in Homicide, and ſuch like 
tranſerefſions: Andthat moreis, being poſlefſed with 
a diabolical aftetation of Gouernment &pride,cleane 
contraric to the Diuine commandement , they began 
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to buſie themſelues in ſecular aFaires ; to withdrawe 


* theirfaiths from the ſubiection of Kings, to vſurpe 


vpon other mens patrimonies;.to thruſt in their croo- 
ked Syckles (and that at aduenture) into another mans 
Harueſt; to arrogate both Preſences; to challenge the 
iuri{diction of both Swords; totollerate no equall, 
much lefſe no Superiour; to detraude one of his 
right, an other of his Honour ; to giue Lay to Kings, 
and preſcribe them ordinances ; baſely to eftceme of 
Emperours, as it they reigned at will; to accurſe them 
and murder them; To ſet Princes together by the 
eares; to ſow difſentions; to patronizetactions;to ab- 
ſolue Subicts from their Othes of Allegiance; and fi- 
nally by their nouell and flie Policies, to mooue 
them to vnlawfull Rebellions : So farre forth, that at- 
ter they had once pleaded preſcription in their in- 
crochments,they more defaced the Maieſtic of the Ro- 
wane Empire, by their diſsimulations, flaughters, 
warre, and ſuch varieties of wickednefles , then any 
forraine or barbarous enemy could haue done by che 
Sword or violence. | 

For to let paſſe the Empire of the Eaſt, ruinated by 
thecunning andflie cariage of the Komare Biſhops, the 
Grecrans being fiſt expulled /taly by the Lombaras, and 
preſently (they againe being oppreſſed by rhe French) 
called in againſt _At/phizs King of the Lombards,tor 
calling vpon Steuer the ſecond tor his Subſidy money: 
Euery man thatis any thing feene1n Hiftorie, know- 
eth (the Romane Empire being by the prowes of 
Charles the Great, transferred from the Grecza7s to 
the Gerzarrs) how the Emperours of G2772anre haune 


beenc harried by the incredible {ubrilces and combi- 
Nations

nations ofthe Romane Biſhops; wearied with moſt la- 
mentable warres, and laltly the goodly and moſt lou 
riſhing forces of the Empire by their vngodlineſſe dif- 
vnited, impoueriſhed,and waſted. 

Surely the remembrance of rheſe times are fo di 
ftaſtfull and lamentable, that I had rather wath then: 
out with teares,then aggrauate them by ſpeech:Bur fi- 
thence our Pen is fallen into repetition thereof, I per- 
ſwade my ſelfe, that itſhall proue neither a digreſſion 
from my proic& , neither impertinent from the point 
of our Argument, to Paint out in molt liuely colours, 
what hath beene the humilitie , obſeruancie, loyaltie 
&obcdience'otthe Romar Biſhops manifeſted through- 
our all Ages, ſithence the dayes of the aforeſaid 
Charles towards the moſt worthy Gerwzare Emperors, 
their very good Loras and clpecull benefactors,

{» Lewes ſurnamed Pins. 
T his man was Emperour in the yeere of Chriſt etght hun- 


 aredand fourtecne, at what time Egbright goueryed 
the Weſt Saxons, and firſt calledour Countrey Anglia. 


EWE $ſucceeding his father Charles (as the 
2} Romane Chronicles record) with no leſſe 

$] liberalitie, granted vnto the Romare Biſhops 
and his ſucceſſours, the Citic of Rome toge- 
ther with his Dukedome: and defended the juriſdicti- 
on anddignitie thercof, cuen to the imputation of fu- 


perſtition. 
Notwithſtanding; neither the remembrance of the 


ood ſeruices of the father, nor the vertues of the 


{onne, could ſo farre foorth wey with Gregorze the. 


third, as to ſuppreſle,muchlefle to mitigate his diue- 
liſh intendments once conceued againſt this Lewes. 
For the Warre being on foote berweene Lewes and 


his ſonnes; He (as it bchoued an Apoſtolicall Biſhop) - 


foughtnot to quench the fire of this vnkindneſle be- 
rweene father and child, but being lent by Lewes into 
the Campe of his ſonnes to capitulate the Peace, with 
conditionto returne againe vntothe Emperour ; re- 
uolting from Lewes, he remained with his ſonnes, and 
likeatruc Apoſtata, abettedand complotred this vn- 
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whole right , which burtlately they poſlefled both vp- 


— 


naturall difſenſion; ſo farre foorth, rhat the farher was 


taken, and being committed to moſt feucreimpriſon- 


- ment, with his yonger ſonne was finally thruſt intothe 
- Monaſterie of Sweſſozs. Behold here a molt ſtrange 


precedent of ingratitude in children againſt their dea- 
reſt Parents, and the deteſtable impietic ofa Biſhop a- 
gainſt a moſt innocent Emperour ; both equally gilty 
of like periurie and diſloyaltic. 

From that time, although the Royal Diademe con- 
tinued for ſome certaine Ages 1n the poſteritie of 
Lewes, neverthelefſe their helliſh humors did no more 
tpare the iſſue, then in former time it compaſſionated 
the Parent. Andno maruaile, for this was the onely 
marke that they ſhorte at, that hauing once ſhaken oft 
theright which the Emperour pretended inthe con- 
firmation of Biſhops, they might with more ſecuritic 
eur after haue meanes to ouertop them in greatneſle. 
Whichtheir moſt prouident protect was long a hat- 
ching, neither could it bee deliuered to diſcouerie, be- 
fore the yeere cight hundred ninetie fiue. Ar what 
time Charles the Grofle departing our of /ta/y to warre 
vpon the- N grma7rs , Who at that time miſerably inte- 
ſedrhe Sea-coaſts of France; Hadrian the third layed 


hold vpon ti:is opportunitie, and 1n the very begin- 


ning of his Pontificie, made his complaint vnto the 
Senate and people of Rowes. That in the Election of Bi- 


- ſhops, the Imperiall author itie w.z not to be ſtood wpon, but 


that the Suffrazes of the Cleraie and the peiple ourht al- 
ways bo be free. | 


By this Deeree he diſſeyſed the Emperours of their 
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on the Biſhops and the Citie ; Thereby pointing out 
to his ſucceſſors a courſe how to attempr proiects of 
higher nature in future ages. 

And ſurely from thofe times, what vpon the defi- 
ciencic of the iſſue of Charles the Great, which had 
moſt fortunately Gouerned the Empire for the ſpace 
of one hundred and addeyeeres: and what in regard of 


that moſt horrible Schifme proceeding from that 


Chaire afpeſtilence, managed betweene the Biſhops 
themſclues by muruall Murders , Poylenings , andall 
other kind of enormirties, their continued machinati- 
ons againſt the Emperours ſome-deale ceaſed; vnrill 
they reaſlumed anew occaſion of plotting 8& reitera- 
tivg their former courles againſt 0:49 the ficlt, Em- 


perour of Germane.

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He was choſen Emperoar in the yeere nine hundred thirtie 
and ſixe. In England reigned Adeclitan:

dinals grew .difcontented, aſwell at the Popes Epicu- | 
2 ri\me, / 
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riſme, as at Bereng1r71 his Tyrannie. Two of them 
more agrieued then the reſt (whether vpon ſcruple of 
conſcience, or in remembrance of the greatneſſe of 
the Romanename, or in hatxed of the Pope) refolued 
to pray in aide of Orho, a Prince of that time much ce- 


| lebrated for his vertues amongſt the Lorazers, the 


French, the Hungar:iſh, the Danes, and all the other bar- 
barous people, vnder his obedience throughout that 
partof the world. 

Whereupon, calling ſome others to Councel, by 
letters and meſſages they ſolicite Ozho, that he would 
vouchſafeto aſſilt the declining eſtate of the Church 
and Common-wealth': That hee wouldrepreſllethe 
Tyrannie of Berergarizs crueliy raging vpon the 
Chriſtian people: And that he wouldnotler, to deli- 
uer the Church from ſo fell and impure a beaſt. The 
Biſhop comming to the knowledge of theſe paſſages, 
firſt cut off three of his fingers, thar indited the Let- 
ters, and then ſlit his Chancellors noſe, for giuing ap- 
probation thereunto. But Ozho,, who thought itnot 
fttetoleauethe Church ſuccourleſle in times of dan» 
ger, having amatfled all necelſaries for warfare, mar- 
cheth into 7ta/y with fiftie thouſand Souldiers. Ex- 
pelleth both Berengar/w and his fonne _Aaelbert: then 
{pecedeth towards Rome. Where arriued, although 
the inhumanecruelties of the Biſhoppe were not vn- 
knowneto his Maieſtie: Yet in reuerence ofthe Apo- 
ſtolicke Sea, at firſt hee decreed no hard or vnbeſce- 
ming cenſure againſt him, bur cauſing all things that 
had beene injuriouſly taken from him to beereſtored, 
hee preſented him moreouer with great maſles of 
Gold, Silucr andlewels; And appointing him a - 
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of conference; ſecretly andtriendly hee repeated what 
heknew of his fore paſſed offences, wiſhing him ther- 
after to abſtaine from ſo greſſe and foule enormities; 
Toleadeathritticlite; ro bee an ornament, and not a 
diſhonour to the Church; That integritic of life was 
no lefle commendable in a Churchman, then Artes 
and learning. 

For thepreſent, the Pope proteſteth great hopes of 
amendment: The Emperour retoyccth thereat, and 
leauing Rome iournieth towards Pap/a, there minding 
to Winter, but withall exaeth a\{olemne Oath from 
the Biſhoppe taken vpon the body of Saint Px r » x;

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Vponrtheir returne,and iuſtification of theſe, and 
more vileindignities, the Emperor ( not vniuſtly mo- 
ucd to diipleature ) tuddenly haſteth towards Rome : 
wh ere pitching his tents hard vnder the walles ( Johzs 

and Atz/bert being fled into Campania jhe is moſt ho- 
norably recciued into the City by the Inhabitants . 
Vnto him they promite faithand loyalty, and ſweare 
chereafrerneuer toele a Pope without the conſent | 
of the Emperor Otho, Ceſar, Auguitus ,and his Sonne | 
_ Otho. | 
1093 being thus eſcaped, and for tcare of Ceſar lur- | 
'- king in Campanza in woods and corners 3 after three | 
| daics,at the inſtance both of the Clergie and the peo- 
ple(defiring a Commiſſion to enquire vpon the lite 
and conuecriation of 72h ) the Emperor agrecth, and 
proclaimerh a Councel}, whereunto he calleth all the 
Biſhops and Abbots of 7talze,ſuch as he knew to bee 
men of integrity, honeſt,and zealous. 

Vho appearing vpon the day preſcribed,although 
his abominable lite was ſuch, that cuen by the gene- 
rall opinion of the Councell,it could not but be deci- 
phered by the remoteſt Nations,yct this moſt vertu- 
ous Emperor, tooke order that they thould not pro- 
ceed to any raſh Iudgement, but to determine all accu: 
{ations with mildneſle of mind and deliberate advice. 

VWhereupon with the Archbiſhops of Lear, 
Tuſcante,Saxonte and Frarce,he dilvatcheth his letters 
vnto John,reciting therein the cauſe and maner of [:is 
accuſation: not torbearing to intreat him to make his 
perſonall appearance;to lay tor himlelfc againſt his ac- 
cuſers. 

But hereturning for anſwer ; that it ſbauld eaſilie ap- 

peare 
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peare,what jl:ght eſteeme he made of that Councell ; And 
that,he would {uddenly proceed to Excommunication, 
in caſe they preſumed to elect 4-y other : the Empe- 
rorin a moſt ſolemne Oration intimateth to the 
Councell,his periuries towards himſelfe, and his dil- 
honeſt conucriation towards the whole Chriſtian 


world. 
Vpon hearing wherof,with one conſent the Conr- 


cel declared this Apoſtata John tor bes enilltife tobe wor- 
thilie depriued : And Leo chicte Secretary of the Ro- 


mane Church was choſen to ſucceed him. 

In the /teri» wherof,the Emperor not to be burden- 
ſome vnto the State of Rome , had diſmifled many of 
thoſe companies of Souldiers which at firſt hee had 
brought with him into 7talze. #7 comming vnto 
the vnderſtanding of this reprobate Biſhop, who full 
well was acquainted with the difloyall and mutable 
humours of the Italian Nation, ſcndeth his efpialls to 
Rome, With exhortations to the people to attempt a 
ſurprize vpon the Emperor and his weake companies; 
for which their good {eruice he promileth to reward 
them with all the Treaſares of the Church and Saint 
Peter. | 
— TheRomansbeing hereunto incouraged, partly 
by the weakneſle of Ceſars army, and partly with the 
conceit of rheſe Go!/den mountarnes , arilc,. and at the 
ſound ofa Trumpet charge vpon the Emperor. 

He makerth a ſtandvpon the Bridge of T:ber , and 
there with his fearelefſe and old Trained companies, 
valiantly recciueth the charge: TheRomanes receiuc 
the tuft reward of their trechery :tor being routed, and 


put to flight, neither ſanctuary,nor vnſanGuary could

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warrant any one mans lite 3 the fury of the Souldicrs 
flew the pcriurd,aſwell atthe Altar, asin the Sham- 
bles. ; 

When this was done, Ceſar ſtood in good hope, |, 

that after ſo great a puniſhment,theRomanes would |! 
proue afterwards to be of more quiet and aduiſed dif- | 

ofitions,and in this conceit,he haſtneth to Spoleturs, | 
theplace of Adelberts rendeuon. 1 

Vpon which abſence John betaking himto his wits, | 
through the mediation of certaine good-wenches,here- | 
tofore of his ancient acquaintance, ſo worketh with | 

many ofthe Roman gentry,that 7oh7 is receiued into | 
the City; and Leo with much labour eſcaping their 
hands, flieth vnto the Emperor. | 

The depoſement of Leo, andthe cruelty of 7ohy, 
which he had already inflicted vpon ſome few, being 
knownz Ceſar repaireth his Army, with intention to 
be revenged vpon the Romans, as well for the iniury 
ofteredto his own perſon,as for the wrong in depo- 
ſing a Biſhop of his own inſtitution. 

In midſt ofwhich intendment,by the judgementof 
Almighty God,meaning to make this /ohz an exem- 
plary preſident to the world of his moſt juſt indignati- 
on,it cameto paſle ,that he died a moſt ſtrange kind 
of death. , 

For when vpon a certainnight without the walles 
ofthe City, hee was ſporting himſelte with an other 
mans wite, the diuell gaue him ſuch a knocke on the 
Temples, faith Lurtprandus of Ticine,that within cight 
daics he died of the wound. h

Bur death gaue no ſurceaſe to the {editions firſt oc- 


caltioned by this monſter. For the Romans,in place of 


the deceaſed,ſet vp Bened:it the fitt,and afterwards re- 
quired Cofirmation trom the Emperor, then refiding 


at Spoletum. 
The Emperor difallowing the Ele&tion,difdaintul- 


ly diſmiſſed the Romans, little miſtruſting any ſuch 


welcome: and by fireand ſword waſting all things a- 


bout the City,finally compelled them, that expulling 


(or rather yeelding vp) Berea, they ſhould accept 
of Leo: binding them by Oth , that they ſhould not 
preſume to alter any thing, which he had ſet down for 
the Churches gouernment. 

Hereupon Leo being reſtored to his Sea at Barzo- 
ea,and over wearied with the difloyall bumours of

And 0Otho, having in this maner marſhalled his af. 
faires, returned into Germarie, taking Benedict with 
him;who notlong after through griefe of mind,being 
committed to the ſafe cuſtody of Adware, Orhoes 
Chancellor,and Archbiſhop of Hanbarz,died at Ham- 
burz,and there licth buried inthe Cathedrall Church.

For when as /05z the xvij.being dead,by the 

rizht of Election,inueſted vpon him by the donation 

of Leo the viij, to his predeceſſor Othothe great, hee 
had choſen Gregorze the v.tor Popez Creſccntizes and 
the people ftomacking thar a man ofthe German na- 
tion ſhould be aduanced to be their Biſhop, and him 
alſo choſen by rhe ſole authority of the Emperor,they 
reſolued to depole him;and in his place they fubſtitu- 
red,Zoh the xviij.ot caatname, firit Biſhop of P/acer- 
tia,a man well ſtored with coyn, anda great Scholler. 

Grezorie maketh his repaire into Germazeto the 

Emperor,and there vnfolding his hard vſage, fo pro- 

uoked the Emperor, that he beltegeth the City, and 

preſſedit fo cloſely , that thepeople almoſt hunger 
ſtarued opened their Gates,andreceiued his Maieſty, 
Being now in poſſeſſion, and vnderſtanding , that 
like power by warrant of Gods word,was bequeathed 
him ouer a wicked Biſhop, as ouer a common theeke 
at firſt he gaue commandement that the cies of the 
captive Biſhop ſhould bepur our, the fingers of both 
his hands to be cut oft, and then cloched in vile attire. 
with his ſtumps and fer manacled, to be ſer vpon an

moſt potent woman in thole dates, and partly anima- 
ted to fee the Empire diſtraCted with moſt dangerous 
wars raiſed by the warlike Nation of the Saxops a- 
gainſt the Emperor,ſcarce three yere ſcatedin his go- 
uernment; together with the reuolr of the Germane 
Biſhops whomtheImpoſtor our perpetuall aduerfary 
had ſeduced from the ſeruice of their Maſter : Then [ 
ſay,this man firſt of all other,againſt the cuſtom of his 


without all conſent of the Emperor, before that time | 
alwaies accuſtomed to be mediated in the Ele&tion of | 
theſe Bilhops. 
Andintuturezto prevent thereſidue of the Biſh- 
ops and Abbots from ſecking their confirmations at

Herric,albeithe were infinitely perplexed with the 
war of Szxoxze, yet knowing that this noucll and vn- 
viual pertinacie of the Biſhop, was not to be forgotren, 


ing given to the Ambaſſadors, which came from 
Rome,and Hildebrands difloyall Letters being read;be- 
ſides the Szx075,all the German and FrenchB:ſhops,made 
a Decree 3 That ſithence Pope Hildebrand a fiugitine 
Monke firſt of all other incroched vpon the Papacie with- 
ont the rod liking or priuity of the Romane Emperor,con- 
7. hrs Soueratone L ord, and that,contr a- 
rice tothe Cuitome of his Predeceſſors,contrarie tolaw, and 
contrarre to his oth of inſtalment : And moreouer had v- 
ſurpedvpon both iuriſdritions the temporall and Ecclej1a- 
ficall, as the Decy and worſhippers of falſe Gods were ac- 
cuſtomed to doc : That ipſo fatto he was depoled trom his 
Biſhoprick; for ſheep were no longer to be intruſted 
to the keeping of ſuch a woluiſh Shepheard. 

One Row/1nda Clerke of Parma, Was diſpatched to 
Kore With letters containing the ſentence of the 
Councel: In whoſe Name he was commanded to in- 
terdi&t Gregorte from all Eccletiaſticall Function; and 
moreouerto enioynthe Cardinals,that making choice 
ot another for Buthop,they ſhould preſent hun co the 
Emperor. 

In like maner, Ceſar himfelfe dateth his Letters vn- 
to H/debrand,to the Clergy,and the Roman people: 
commanding according to the Imunction ot the 
Councel!, hat himſcltc ſhould returne to a priuate 

lifezand That,they torſaking Hz/debrara, according to 
their accullomed Priuiledges ſhould procecde ro the 
E cleaion 


calleth a Councell at Wormes; wherein, audience be- 
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election of a New Paſtor. 

At the receit of this newes, H/4-brayd became not 
ſo much lenified,as furiouſly exaſperated,and inſolent- 
ly imboldned. For,whereas before he had Excommu- 
nicated but ſome certaine of the Emperors familiars, 
whoſe aduice he preſumed Ceſar to haue vied in theſe 
his proceedings : now preſumeth hee by nouell preſi- 
dentto Excommunicate Ce/ar himſelte in a helliſh 
conuenticle, againſt therorder of Chriſtian pictyzrati- 
fied by the ſacred Canons of Holy writ; Him,I fay he 
preſcribeth,depriueth ofall kingly Authority, diſpoi- 
leth of his Kingdom,and abſolueth his Subiccts from 
their oths of obedience. 

Behold,he was no ſoonerriſen from the Seat wher- 
in heſatto Excommunicate Ceſar, but the Chaire be- 
ing lately made of ſtrong and new timber,ſuddenly by 
the prouidence of Godin moſt terrible manner was 
rent into a thouſand ſhatters :maniteſtly forcſhewing, 
That by that raſh and vnaduiſed Excommunication, 
this cruell Scilmaticke ſhould proue the Author of a 
moſt tearetull diuifion in the Church of God, 

Andlurely theſe were neither blind nor idlepredic- 
tions. Forthe Princes and German Biſhops, taking 
notice oi the Curſe, ſome vpon avaine ſuperſtition, 
ſome in hope of bettering their eſtates, and others in 
remembrance oftheir ancient hatred againſt Hernrze, 
at the next aſſembly of the States , threatning a Re- 
uolr, vnleſſe he would ſuppliantly deſire forgiuenefſe 
otthe Pope (now refolued tocomeinto Germanie 
broughtthe controuerſie vnto ſonarrow a pinch,and 


his Maieſty into ſuch miſtruſts of deſpaire, with the | 


aſpoiling him of his reall poſſesſion, That he was fain 
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to promiſeihe Princes, that hee would goe vnto the 
Pepe,and perfonaily craue abſolution at his foor. 
Wherupon putting off his regall habiliments,with 
his wite and yong fonne baretooted , andclothed in 
canuaſſe,being made a ſpectaclefor Angells and men 
to admire at,in a moſt bitter winter,and a moſt dange- 
rous kind ot trauell, ommeth to Canu/rum where the 
P1pe then refided : There before the gates ofthe City 
faſting and ſutor-like from morning ull eucntide, he 
danceth attendance: Meane while Hz/debrand within, 
amongſt whores and ſhauelings laugheth him to 
ſcorne. Three daics he patiently indureth this lamenta- 
ble affliction,defiring admittance. He is denied. Ar 
three daics end inſtancing admittance with greater im- 
portunacie, It is anſwered; That his Holineſſe is not yet 
at leyſure to attend his ſuit. Henrie by patience making 
avertue of neceſſity (In that he could not be admitted 
into the City)contenteth himſelfto abide in the Sub- 
urbs,but not without many incommodious greeuan- 
ces. For the wether was ſharpe, andall places appea- 
red hoary with froſt. 

Arlaſt, after his inceſſant three-daies petitioning.

Emperour had ſo much to doeto defend his owne, 
that hee quite forgot to thinke vpon the recouery of 
Srctl and Apulia. Behold herea preſident of Papall fi- 
delity , ithis auarice bee not ſupplicd by loſſeto the 
State. | 

Abour this time theſe fatall fations of the Guelfes 
and Grbellines(whereot others haue dilcourled) began 
m Germanic. 

For as Nauclerus reporteth out of Hermanus, whillt 
the battel} was fighting berweene Conrade and Gwelfe, 
thoſe of the Kings party tooke for their word or. Mot- 
to,Hie Webling, which is as much to ſay,The Kizz : as 
being nobly diſcended from a village of that appella« 
tion: I hoſe which followed Guelfo,reclaimed, Hre welf. 
Where after it came to paſle,that thoſe two denomi- 
dations of Guz/fes and Gibell-nes, became the originall 
of all the faftions in. /#a/y. Which talling out happely 
for Gregorie the ninth to make vie of , from thence- 
forth, he pane them ſuch large entertainment, that no 
City,towne nor people were cleere from the infecti- 
on of {o ſpreading a contagion. For vpon no other 
ground,ſaue the vieof theſe names, euen vactill our 
daics with more then admirable fury, City bandied a- 
gainſt City,Prouince againſt Prouince,yea & in a Ci- 
ty one part of the people confronted another.

diadem, you would declare him chiefe Prince and defender 
of the Catholique Common-weale, And herewithall the 
Biſhop a ar honeſtly, and elegantly, with the 
reaſons and cauſes, which could not butinable him 
moſt worthy offo reaſonable, ſo iuſt, and fo Chriſtian- 
like a confirmation. ; 

The Biſhop hauing ended his Oration, the Pope 
commendeth the ſpeach ; but withall replieth ; .That 
the contents thereof, and the matter ih hand were of 
farre different arguments. For albert (quoth hee) that 
the matter whereof 1 meane to ſpeake of, be triutal & paſſa- 
ble 3 yet can it not be aenien, but that there 7s cauſe e of feare, 
that hee, who becommeth neoligent in ſmall matters, will 
prone more negligent in greater. 

Artthis, the company rowling their attentions, and 
wondring what offence his Holineſſe ſhouldintimare; 
he gocth on; ſaying, As Falizhted from my horſe, he held 
the left [lirrope of my Saddle: and whether he did it in mec- 
kage of vs, or vpon ſome other like fantaſje , wee can not 
gueſſe, for ſurely if he meant to haue honoured vs, he knew 
that the right [tirrope, and that with the right hand, ought 
to haue beene holden. 

Ceſar being nothing moued with this baſe prattle 
of the Biſhop, fmiled and replied; That he had not been 
brought vp toholdaſtirrope : you(moit Ho!y father,quoth 
he) are the firit vnto whom we haue vousbſafed this office : 
And by and by atter his oriſons , torgettiag his pati- 
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ence; / would know (faith he) whether this office be to be 
done of dutie, or of go0d-will. If of good-will, who would 
fireae fault at an eſcape or onerſight ? If of dutic, then wee 
thinke amt friends there 1s ſmall difference , on which 
frde the partie that meancth to honour his friend, approa- 

cheth. Thus bandying atew bitter words , they brake 

company, but not without ſtomaking. 

But the Emperour being a moſt prudent Prince, 
diſſembling what he had heard, andſecne to proccede 
from the helliſh heart of this proud prelate, rhe next 
day following re-inuiteth the Biſhop to a ſecond con- 
ference. The Biſhop approcheth, the Emperour ma- 
keth ſpeed to meet himz and by his former ouerſight, 
being now become a better Prentize in his occupari- 
on, layeth hold on the right ſlirrope , and-ſo leadeth his 
Holineſle into his pauilion. |

Fred:ricke becing beyond meane inraged at theſe 
their mad and arrogant motions,roundly taketh them 
vp for their iollies in a moſt pithy oration : and telleth 
them,That the Empire deſcended vpon him got by any the 
leaſt well-wiſh of the Romanes,but by the meer wertue of the / 
Germanes. And percciuing their knauery,that vnder 
pretext of theſe dem1azas, they meant to 'gull him of 
mony; hetold them in plaine termes : That he came not 
7#ta Ntalte,to bring it in,but tocarrie it out.\Nith which 
anſwer when theſe impudent ſhauclings were not fa- 
tiſhed,bur (till vrged the Articles,his Maicſty diſgrace- 
fully commanded them to depart. 
 Andpercciuing that their comming vnto him was 
but to put ſom trick vp6 him,he cauſed his men of war 
to fortifie the Church of S.Peter and the baſtile of Leo. 
The day following he entred Rowe,the people follow- 
ing him with great applauſe and being honorably ac- 
companied, was crowned and blefled.4. Calend.lulij. 
inthe fourthyere of his raigne. 
- The Emperor being about his Coronation in the 
; |; & Church 
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Church of S.Peter,the Romanes ſtomacking the buſt- 
neſſe,and beraking them to their armes kept the gates 
ofthe City ſhut, vnder colour, tat the Emperour 
ſhould bring in no forces to the prejudice of the Ci- 
tic. Andpcrceining that Fred-y/c&s troopes had PIt- 
ched their tents in the Neronean medowes, through the 
gate of HaArian they breake out into the Vatican , to 
preuent Ce{ars ſouldiers from entring thereinto. 
Ceſars fouldiers made ſtrong reſiſtance,and driuing 
rhe inraged people from the /atz/can into the City, 
they flew about one thouſand, and tooke ſixty priſo- 
ners : whom,the ceremonies being ended, at requeſt 


ofthe Pope,the Emperor diſmiſſed in ſafety, and pro- 


uided for his returne into Germane. 
Bur before his departure, it is reported, that ſuch a 
like buſinefſe happenea betweene him and the Pope, 
whichI thinke notfit here to bepretermitted. 
Innocent the ſecond; he whom alittle before Lotha- 
ris hadreſtored vnto the Papacic, had cauſed to be 
painted ina Table, the Pope(as it were) ſitting in his 
chaire,and the Emperor with his hands held vp toge- 
ther, receiuing the Imperiall Diadem : where vnder 
were Written the foreſaid two verſes , Kex vent ante 
fores ec. hen this pifture with the inſcription, was 
ſhevwed vnto his Maieſty, it did greatly diſpleafe him, 
and caſting foorth ſome objurgatorie word, he inſtan- 
cedthe Pope to take it away : which hee promiſed to 
doe,leaſt ſo frivolous a ſpeCtacle might gine marter of 
diſcontent ro many worthy perſonages then reſiding 
inthe City. | 
Frederick is departed : and Emanue! Emperour of 
Conſtantmople vnderſtanding with what defire of re- 
uenge 
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uenge the Popes ſtomack burned againſt /i/a»King 
of Apulia,by Palcologus his Orator and Emballador,he 
offereth vnto the Pope his voluntary feruice 3 and 
withall,to expulſe #14442 out of 7talze; vpon conditt- 
on,ltthe buſinefle rooke expected iflue that then,ac- 
cording to the treaty; the Grecz/az ſhould inioy three 
maritime cities in Ap/za. Doubt not, Lbeſeech you, 
but that he who had already depriued #7//:am2 of 4pu- 
lia,tor contemning ſuch religious wares,as are Popith 
Bulls and Curſes,did nor ſtraine much curtc{ieto ac- 
cept of the Articles. VVhereot With taking notice, 
and withail ſomewhat) fearetull, by bis Embatladours 
moueth his holineſle to hearken vnto peace 5 promi- 
{ing not only to reſtore vnro the Church,whatſocuer 
he had taken) away,but allo that he would adde ſome- 
whart of his ownerthereto : Moreoner, that hee would 
thencefoorth containe - the Romans, rebells to rhe 
Churcl,in their due obedience. 

Theſe were honourable conditions, but thatthe 
Popeſhould not accept therof,the;Cardinalls difliwa- 
ded him, like true men of armes;hoping toreape more 
crownes by war, then by peace. VWhereupon, warre 
is proclaimed againſt 77/74” . Hee: leuicth an army 
throughout S:c/{y,landeth in Apu/za,waſteth the coun- 
try by iword and fire,and finally routeth Emazue/,who 
had pitched his Tents not far from Brundu/zwm vnto Be 
zeuent,where at that time the Pope with his Cardinalls 


relided,he gaue ſuch ſharpe aſlaulcs.that indeſpaire of 


their lives, he inforced them to-uc tor peace, 
1/t;am accordeth,andis recewed into fauour, and 
proclaimed king of. both kingdoms,on this {ide and 


bey ond Pharumz but ypon oath,rhat from thencetorth 
he 


—— 
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hee would neuer againe infeſt the territories of the 
Church. : 

Thus,asyou heare, matters being ignominiouſly 
compounded, the Pope riding in viſitation through 
the territories of the Cas/inates, Marſ?, Reatint, Narntien- 
ſes and Tudertini,at laſt ariueth at Owzeta; and there 1s 
giuen to vnderſtand,that Rome is in combuſtion, the 
Conſuls doing their vtmoſt to reſtore the City to it 
tormer hberty. 

Hercupon groundeth He his deadly hatred againlt 
Frederick,molt greeuouſly complaining, that being in 
diſtreſſe between the ſwords of the Romans and 1t- 
liam,that contrary vnto his ſuperabundant promiſes, 
againſt all right,he had forſaken him; yea, that he was 
now ſoincircled with perils, that he couldnot liue in 

TRL: ſecurity at Rome:As itthe Emperor werea veflell el- 
pecially choſen rather to patronize the Popes wilfull 
| errors and ouerſ1ghts,then to defend the innocency of 
the-Chriſtianflock committed vnto his tutelage, 

But Freaericketakingin euill part many the Popes 
actions,bur eſpecially the alienation of Apnuliagheins an 
appenaancy of the imperial! dignity, without his conſent or 
knowledge: As allo calling to remembrance, That the 
Pope had wreſted from the late Emperors the right of In- 

Wawel G33 ueſtiture of Prelates: That by his miniſters hee had impone- 
riſhed the ſubietts of the Empire, and bv thetr ſubtill diſ- 
perſ1ons of treaſonabls practiſes had dove what in them lay, 
to raiſe ſca/tion throughout the Empire : Vpon thelc 

grounds, I fay,the Emperours Maieſty now thought 
1t high timeto put remedy vnto theſe violent jntruſi- 
.ons vpontheregalties ot the Empire. 


Hereupon hee exacteth an oth of fidelity of all the 
Biſhops 
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Biſhops of Germany; The Popes Legats(ſuch as were 
not called in by his good pleaſure)he commandeth to 
depart the Teutonick kingdom: prohihiteth his peo- 
ple cither to appeale or trauaile totheRomiſh Court 
and in his mandats cauſcth his name to be inſerted be- 
fore the Popes. 

 Vponthe proclaiming of this Inhibition, it happe- 
ned, that a certaine Biſhop in his way from Rome, 
(whether as a contemner ofthe Emperors edi&t, or 
vpon any other cauſe, I know not)was taken priſoner, 
and committed to ward. 

Now hath the Pope found an occaſion bythe ta- 
king ofthis Biſhop,to fulminate his long-conceiued 
diſpleaſure againſt the Emperor, and by a proud Em- 
baſſie,ſeemeth only to be agreeued,that the Biſhop is 
not deliuered from Captiuity; but withall interlaceth, 
both in his letters,as alſo in the ſpeeches of his legat, 
many blundering /tems; which did abundantly inſinu- 
ate in what manner he deemed the Emperor to be ob- 
liged vnto him. 

For by his letters he wiſhthim to re-conſider, how 
from him he had receiued the confirmation of the Im- 
periall crowne; and yet did his Holineſſe nothing re- 


pent it, had the fauours which he had beſtowed vpon 


him,been far more beneficial]. 

Vpon thereading of whichletters, the nobility fal- 
ling into diſcontentzone ofthe Legats roſe vp, andre- 
lolutely rooke vpon him to broach : That the Romane 
E mpire was transferred from the Grecians tothe A! Mans, 
rot to be called Emperor but King of the Teutonicks until 
he were confirmed by the Apoſtolique ſea: Before conſecrati- 
en he was a King after an Emperor:Whence then bath hee 
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his Empire,if not of the Pope? By the elettion of the nobil;- 
ty he hath the name of a king, by conſecration of the Pope, 
the ſtile of an Emperor and Czſar Auguſtus,Ergo per Pa- 
pam imperat. Search Antiquity :'Lachary :xobled Charles 
and rauc him the ſirname of Great, that he mought be 
Emperor : andordained that euer after the Teutonic 
King ſhould bee Emperor , aChanpion of the A- 
poſtolique Sea:That Apulta,by hin ſhould be pacified, and 
reſtored tothe Church, being 1 truth ho!den of S.Peter, 
and not of the Empire. 

Rome is the ſeat of the Pope, Aquis 7 Arden #s the 
Emperors:lhatſoeuer the Emperor poſſeſſeth,he holdeth it 
whollie of the Pope. As Lachary transferred the Empire 

from the Greeks tothe Teutonics:So may the Pope retrans- 
fer it from the Almans to the Grectans. Beho!dyt is in his 
power to giue it to whom be pleaſeth beeing oxlie conſtitu- 
ted of God ouer Kingdoms and people , to deſtroie, to pull 
downe,to build and to plant. In concluſjon he termeth the 
Germans cowar ds,for that they could neither expulſe Ro- 
ger ont q Italy; nor would at anie time bring the Danes 
and Fritlanders to /ubiction.Vpon the hearing of theſe 
ſcandalous exorbitations,both the Emperor concei- 
ued a juſt diſpleaſure, and the whole nobility fo ftor- 
medthereat , that Ozrto of Wittci/pach drawing the. 
ſword,which he accuſtomed to beare before the Em- 
peror,hadſhethed it in the body of the Legat, had not 
the Emperor thruſt betweene them . Of theſe abuſes 
the Emperor cuer aftcr made vſe,pretending that the 
cauſe of his ſo and ſo doing,took originall from theſe 
ſaucy and malepert ſpeeches ofthe Popiſh miniſters. 
Andthereupon 6 the Legats to be fate conduc- 
ted to their lodging,at break of day hee commaunded 


them 
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them to be packing; withelpeciall caution, that they 
ſhould not rome hetherandthether vpon the liuings 
of the Biſhops & Abbots: bur that they ſhould keepe 
the high way towards the Citic, without declining 
therefrom either to the right hand or the left. The e- 
ſpeciall realon was, that according vnto the accuſto- 
meddog-trick ofthe Romaniſts, they ſhould not di- 
ſperſe their conceiued poylon of diſcontent ouer all 
the Churches and Pariſhes ofthe Kingdome ; neither 
ſtrip the Altars , nor carie away the vtenſils of Gods 
houſe, nor fliece the croſſes. 

And becauſerhat no man ſhouldimagine, that this 
intimation was inflicted aboue deſert, nor any com- 
motionſhould thereupon ariſe, Ceſar by the councell 
ofthe wiſe men ofthis Kingdome, ſendeth his letters 
through the whole Empire, ſhewing the tenour of the 


| cauſe. Andthereunto adioyneth his moſt paſſionate 


complaints vpon the diminution of the honor of the Em- 
pire : with a declaration, That by the election of the Prin- 
ces, under God onely,the Empire had deno!ued to him and 
his ſucceſſours. Againſt which,it any man preſumed to 
afirme thatthe Emperour ought to hold of the Pope 
in fee, he was to ſuffer puniſhment, as a perſon guilty 
ofan vntruth, & onethat maintained an opinion con- 
trarieto the diuine inſtitution, & the doctrine of Saint 
Peter. 

The Legats ariue at Rome , Where in moſt calumni- 
ous manner aggrauating their wrongs and iniuries, in 
the preſence of Hadrian, by adding flame to fire, rhey 
{oincenſe his holineſle already tranſported with furie 
and reuenge, bur to thinke ob Frederick had done, 


what his aunceſtors durſt not have dreamed of tor of 
L 3 which 
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which of the Romane Emperours 1s it read of, that 
euer interdicted the Romaniſts Germanie.) That torth- 
with hee addreſſeth his minitory letters vnto Ceſar : 
wherein moſt bitterly and papally hee expoſtulateth 
with his Maicſtie of thcie and all fore-paſſed greeuan- 
ces. The tranſcript whereof becauſe they are worth 
thercading and auimaduerſion , for the benefit of the 
Reader I will here inſert. 

Adrian Biſhop, ſeruart vnto the ſeruants of God, ſen- 
deth greeting and apoitolicall bencdiction unto Frederick 
Emperour of Romanes. «As the Druine Law aſſureth long 
life vnto thoſe, that render due obedience vnto their pa- 
rents: So, veto him that diſobeyeth his father or mother, 
it inflidteth the ſentence of death, and damnation. The 
woice of weritie doth teach vs, that euzry ſoule that exalteth 
it ſelfe, ſhall be humbled. Whereupon (belowed ſonne in the 
Lord) according vnto your wiſedome, we are not a little a- 
mazed;that you ſhew not that meaſure of renerence towards 
Sant Peter, andthe Romane Church, as you are bound 
to doe. Is your letters dated toour Holineſſe, you inſert your 
ſtile before Ours. Wherein, you incarre the ſcandull of pre- 
jumption, / w{{zot ſay, of Arrogancie. As concerning 
your fealtie anowed and ſworne to Saint Peter and vs, how 

#5 it kept, when you require Homage, exadt fealty, and hold 
the holy hands of thoſe betweene yours, who are auly dedica: 
 tedtoGod , being his moit glorious children , viz. the Bi- 
ſhops, ſh:wing your ſelfe manifeitly rebellious unto ws, in 
denying our Cardinals (diretted unto you from our ſide )nt 


onelie entrance into the Churches, but alſo intothe Cities of 


your Kingaome ? Repent, repent therefore wee aduiſe y0u, 
 leait that in ſeeking to d:ſerue a Crowne and coronation Qt 
aur hands, in affecting things vngranted, you loſe not what

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walreadre granted. We: tender your nobleneſe. D 

Whar inference of humility or apoſtolicall lenitie 
appeareth (I beſecch you) in theſe letrers ? nay, rather 
may nota good Chriſtian without offence terme ſuch 
apride to be truly Luciferian, that takerhſo great a 
ſcorne to haue the papall ſtile placed behinde the Im- 
periall, as if other Emperours in their letters to His 
Holineſſe, had not before times done thelike? See 97: 
ait.c.uitlor. & 63.atftinct.ctibi. 

After the reccite of theſe blunt and proud-papall 
mandats, the Emperour according to his excellent ſut- 
iciencie in Chriſtian ſapience, requiteth him and as 
the pronerb is, drining out one naile with another, he 


payeth his holineſſe home in this manner. 


. Frederick by the grace of God Emperour of Romanes al- yy, ,.,. 


wares Auguſtus , vnto-Adrian Biſhop of the Catholique 
congregation. Whatſoener leſus began to doz ard to teach, 
'n all things ought wee that to fellow . The Law of Tuitice 
aitributeth untoenerie man his owne. Wee derogate not 
n our parents, as long as in this Kingdome we vouchſafe' 
them due Honour, frow whom, viz. our progenitonrs, wee | 
hate receaued the dignitie and Crowne of the Kingdome. I 
Pray you in the time of Coſtantinewss Silueſter kxown to 
haue ante intereft in the Regalries? By bis Pette the Church 
warned libertie and peace : and-what ener ra regaiia 
our Papacie can clume, they accrewed vnto you by the botin- 
tie of Princes . Turne ouer the Cronicles, and if you pleaſe 
vot to beleue what 1 write, there ſhall you finde as much as 
ve affirme.- What [hould then let vs, that. we ſhould not ex- 
it homage and aathes of allegeance from them , which are 
Gods by adoption, yet hold of ws in regaltie : ſithenre that 
tle, who w.zs ours and your Mater (taking nothing or

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the King , but diftributing all his goods indifferentlie a- 


mong#t all perſons ; paying tribute to Cziar for himſelfe 
and Peter, analeauing the example behinde him for you to 
follow) hath warranted the preſident, by ſaying ; Learne 

ou of me, for I am meeke and humble of heart. #here- 
fore, let them either reſegne their regalties, viz. their tem- 
poralities ; or in the name of God , if they ſhall indge them 
profitable, let them giue unto God the things that are Gods, 
and unto Cziar, what belongeth to Cazlar . The reaſon 
wherefore we interdifted your Cardinals, the Charches,and 
forbad them our Cities, was becauſe we finde thew wot Prea- 


chers, but robbers : not peace-makers but money matters : 


not conuerters of the people , but heapers of in{atiable trea- 


ſure. Yet, when we ſhall jade them, ſuch as the Church or- 


daineth them ; meſſengers of peace, lights to their Coun- 
tric, and impartial aſiitants tothe cauſe of the Humble, 
then willwe not deferre to relieue them with competent ſti- 
penas,and peccſſarie prouſ1ons : meane time you wrong hu- 
militic, the Princeſſe of vertues, and mightilic ſcandalize 
your ſubmiſiuencſſe, byterrifying the conſcrences of ſecu- 
lar perſons, with poſitions wholy impertinent to religion. 
Let your fatherhood therefore take heede, leſt while you mo- 
$101 points of ſuch nature (wheresf we make light account ) 
that you offend not rhoſe, who would otherwiſe enen in hait 
open therr eares as willingly vnto the words of your month, 
as unto apreſage of a toyfull accident. Theſe things we cars 
2ot but aunſwere, ſithexce ſo deteitable a beaſt of pride hath 
crept tmto $. Peters Charre. Fare you well alwaies, andGod 
at all times make you carefull for the peate of the Church. 
What humane(ſpirit can fcandalize theſe the Em- 
perors letters? VV har fcruple of equity,of piety,or vp- 
Tightneſſe can any man ſay is wanting inthem?V ho 
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| caniuſtifie, that hee wrote otherwiſe then became a 
| trueanda Chriſtian Emperor?Hebut retorted the Bi- 
ſhops pride; he maintained but the honor of the Em- 
pirez he ſought but reaſon, andthat was,Chriſtian hu- 
mility and modelty in Chriſtian Churchmen ; which 
in thoſe times,as the world then complained,was not 
to be found inthat fort of people. 
What followed?PeacelI warrant you:nothing lefle. 
For the Pope not contented that by letters hee had 
bandied with the Emperor , but writing vnto all the 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops of Germany, hepundtual- ,,,, , ville ets 
ly noteth downe the cariage of the cauſe, and aggre- beſeenin Rade- 
vatcth the indignity of the fat : Admonithing them,  5.3-c.15, 
that{ithence thea&tion concerned the whole Body of 
the Church (for they will make vs belecue that with- . 
out their intruſions all Chrittendom muſt periſh)thar 
they chould corroboratethemſelues,as a wall of braſſe 
to ſuſtaine the declining eſtate of the houſe of God. 
And that they ſhould not only find meanes to reduce 
the Emperor into therightway, but alfo take open 
and condigne ſatisfaction vpon Karnoldthe Emperors 
Chancelor,and Ozro Earle of :ttelſpach,who forſoorh 
bad belched out infinit blaſphemies againſt the Apo- 
ſtolike Legats andthe Church ofRome:That as the in- 
uuilitie of their ſpeech had offended the eares of mante, ſo , —_ 7 rnd, 


thetr penances mioht be a3 example to reſtore as manie a- hypocriſie.. 


gatne into the right path of obedience. 

But for that (as certaine of thewriters of that age 7,44. 5,jreline 
doc teſtifie) the then Biſhops were not ſo eagerly ad- i» annetat. ad 
dicted to maintaine the Pbpes vſurpations, as many 75" 6.6. 
ofthem are now, they co 6p: aCouncell, i) a Js 


thus wrote backe vato his fatherhood: That they wer 
| ©. rot. 
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not onlie wonderfullie agreened at theſe abuſes; but alſs 
Arnold of Mogunce ard Euerard of” Saltzburge' by 
thetr prinate letters adjmoniſhed all Roman Prieſls, Cardt- 
pals, Archbiſhops, Biſhops and Maſſemungers,to giue ouer 
ther ſaucineſſe,their pride,their auarice,their per fidie,and 
all other enorm:ties,by which they robbed the poore, and 
diſturbed the peace of the Empire. Finallie they humblie 
beſought them,that they would put their helping hands te 
worke Adrian to obſerne peace : Tndertaking for the Em- 
peror that he ſhould do nathing,but what ſtood with religi- 
gn,reaſon and equitie. 

Surethele were bitter pills for Hadriaxs ſtomach : 
But what remedy?Popes.,as they are curſcfull, ſo are 
they politique, and beeing well skild in ſpeculation, 
they know by the Planets,when it is hightime to hold 
a candle before the Diuell. He that now reigneth is 
not Hexrje the fourth, but Frederick the firſt: who is 
now preparing for ale; and hauing ſent his honora- 
ble Embaſſadors,Razzo/dhis Chauncellor and Orto of 
Wittelshach,betore to aſſemble a conuocation of the 
Princes and Biſhops of Italy,prepareth his way in po- 
tentand Princelike manner, and meaneth himſelfe in 
ſhorttimetoſitin perſon in Councell amongſt them. 

Now is ittjmeto fly vnto the fox his caſe; a necro- 
mantiqueſpell hath informed vs, that the Lions skin 
will nothing preuaile vs: Humble letters arediſpatch- 
edtowards 4uguſts to lenific the Emperours diſplea- 
ſure; and Henrie Duke of Saxonie and Bauaria with 0- 
thothe Friſon;made interceſſors to reconciliation. 

No long time aftcr, Hadriaz betakes himſelfe againe 
to his perſpe&iue,where obſcruing that the Cities of 
Italy(Crema being bardly beſieged by Frederick ) had 
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interpriſed a confpiracie to re-uindicate their liberty, 
the Pope hauing vtterly forgotten his yeſterdaics re- 
nciiniion,crameoul adhereth to the faction and 
animateth the conſpiracie vpon theſe conditions. Firſt 
That neither partie ſh93!d accept of peace without the good 
leau- of the other. Secondly,That if the Biſhop chanced to 
aie,that none but one of the ſame fattion,ſhoald be created 
in his ſtead. 

Aud then to give the better countenance to the re- |

bcllion,tor an infinic Maſle ofmony hee is corrupted ,*-,"..," 
roaccurlſe his Maieſty. Sofaith mine Author; but in mona 
theſe daies,I am of opinion,that alice is as powertull 
in a Papilts breaſt as corruption 1n the Papall Court. 

But our beſt and great God, who by the mouth of 
his ſeruant Dad, ſcemeth punCtually to cry out a- 
gainſt theſe hired Excommunications of Popes: 
They cur(e,and thou bleſſeft : Let thoſe that riſe againſt me 
be confounded, but thy ſeruantſhall reioice: This good 
God,l fay,inuerted this execrable maledi& vpon the 
Popes own head, and miraculouſly confoundedthe 
man,to the terror of all poſterity. For being at 4n4z- 
na, the place where hee had excommunicated Frea-- 
ric&e,1t chanced that as he walked abroad amonglt his 
familiars to take the aire,as hee was drinking at a cer- 
taine fountaine,a flye flying into his throat, ſtucke fo 
tat therein, that no phyſicall experiment could giue 
him eaſe; aud fo he died miſerably choked. 

Would it not amaſeany humane fleſh, to ſee fo 
huge agyant inthe middelt of his armed and rebelli- | 
ous battalions, but euen now {corning the Emperor 
of I a1ndall his forces, preſcntly to lve dead wihthe ftroke 
nad I 2 aflic? Or is there any Pricſt amongſt them ſo irrelt-

gious,that dare but imagine, that this ſtrokeprocee- 
ded from caſualty, ' and not from the finger of God, 
conſidering that that throat Which had but now bel- 
ched our ſo jniuſt an execration againſt a molt godlic 
and innocent Emperor,was alſo appointed the inſtru- 
ment to confound his ſpirits? Yea this vnſhamedrab- 
ble,being nothing terrified with ſo miraculous apre- 
ſident,could by no meanes be diucrred from their in- 
tended conſpiracy.For perceiuing that they could not 
haue their wills vpon his Mateſty by force , becing 
ſtrog in ſoldiery,Lordof Italy,& in diuers ouerthrows 
putting the Millano1s to the worle;zthey made their 
recourleto villany,andby treaſon laid wait for his lite. 

To the execution whereof, by greatrewards they 
cunningly corupt a fellow of a ſtrong body vnder 
the habit of a foole orieſter to goe vnto Laxadr , the 
place where the Emperor then reſ1ded, and there vp- 
on oportunity to offer him violence. 

Thetraitor wholly animated by their large promi- 
ſes,reſolueth vpon the villany,goeth to Lardazentreth 
the Campe,and by teſts and fooleries maketh his ac- 
ceſle eucrinto the Emperors pauilion : His Tent at 
that time was pitched vpon the very banke of the riuer 
Abdua,ſo ſteep and{liding,that it any thing fell there 
into,the {witt courſe of the ſtreame would forth with 
carry it away with violence. VV hich the foole-villaine 
obſeruing to be a fit project for his intended treaſon, 
aſlaulterh the Emperor (according to his cuſtome g0- 


ing alone vnto his prayers by day dawning) and by 


{trugglingandtugging laboureth to carry him to the 
foreſaid ſteep place. The Emperor plaieth the man,ſo 
that both partics being intangled with the tackling of 
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the tents, fell ro ground ; by which timethe Gentle- 
men of the chamber being awaked, by the calling of 
the Einperour, runne to ſuccour, and taking the vil. 
laine, they threw him headlong into the ſamerplace of 
the river. This {iraragem deing t uſtrated they tall to 
a ſecond, but will be feene 1n neither. | 
They ſuborne cighr creatures of their owne with 

plenty of crownes, to ſer Lad on fire. One of them 
miſtaking rhe night, and laying his traines , was taken 
by the watch, with an other of his companions a colun- 
rerfeir Monke, and both hanged. 

Being allo decciued in the execution of this Gun- 
powder plor, they fall to athird; and fend forth a cer- 
taine Monntebant, relolute to dearth , accompanied 
with ſome ſuch fellowes as himſelte, to fer to ſale in 
the Emperours Campe poyloned rings, bridels and 
ſpurres, ſo deadly inuenomed, that it the Emperour 
had touched any of them, he had ſurely periſhed. But 
his Maieſtie being fore-warned, cauſeth this Marchant 
to be watched and apprehended : Commandeth him 
to beexamined, but finding that he ſcorned both que- 
tions and torments, without more a-doe hce fendeth 
him to the gallowes. 

Hedrim (as we told you) being choakt with a Fly, 4.12,

Buttheſe raſh eletions being likely to foſter inh- 
pite diſſenſions, Ir was agreed betweene the Electors 
of both partics 3 thatneirher of the Elected ſhould be 
confirmed,betore it was agreed vpon at all hands who 
ſhould be the Man , and the contention quite {t- 
lenced. 

But the Ro/arders being the m2azoy partie, fal{ifying 
their oathes, proclaimed the election of Ro/and, and 
new chriſtned him A/exandzr the third. From hence 
arolea mighty Schiſme . /7cor remaineth at Rome, 
_exand-rflicth vato William King of S:czl, and there 
the twelfth day after his election ,, is confirmed Pope. 
Andto preuent, thatthis difſenfion ſhould not draiv 
with it the finall deftruction of the Church of Rome, 
by his legats, heeintreateth the Emperour Freder/ch, 
that by interpotition of his authority,he would vouch- 
ſafe ro put end to the Schilme. The doubtful iflite of 
anew Schiſme-much troubled Freder/ch ; wherefore, 
finding that borh the Elettos, being orderly conſecra- 
ted, he could not lawtully determine the ſtrife, with- 
out the authority ofa Councell; after the examples of 
Conitantine, Theodeſtns, Taitinian and other Em Perors: 
(knowing that the ſummoning thereof appertained 
vnto-him) he nominateth the day of the Aſſembly to 
be held at Pap/a; andtherher he warneth both the Bi- 
ſhops to appeare, promiſtng alſo,to be there in perſon 
to take cognizance of eithers greeuances. 

After proclamation whereof, Alexander goeth to 
Anxgnia, whereat the Emperour being angrie for his 
contempr, delpatcheth his letters vnto him by Daniel 
and Hermar, Biſhops of Praze and Verdim, citing him

At which pretended iniury A/exanaer being moo- 
ued,he accurleth Frederiche and Yidor: and forthwith 
daterh his letters of iuſtification vnto all Chriſtians 
Kings and Potencates; That what He d/d,was done with 
equitie aud 700d reaſon, Butat his returneinto the Ci- 
ty , finding many new vpſtart aduerfaries,openly op- 
poſing againſt him,he went to Tarracre : And there 
going on ſhipbord, purpoſely there layde for him by 
William of Sicrl, hee retyred into France : where by the 

oodleaue of Philip , aflembling a Conuenticle in 


Claremount,in all haſt he proclaimeth his curſe againſt 


the Emperor and the Antipope. 


His Maieſty, albeit he forefaw the miſchictes likely 
to ariſe vpon this diſſenſion;notwithſtanding he con- 
tinueth his ſiege againſt I/an,vntill enforced by fa- 
min and wants, the inhabitants voluntarily ſurrendred 
the City atdiſcretion, This diſpatched, beſenthis Am- 
baſſadorsto the French King,to defire that he would.

Vhere- 
upon,at the prefixed day the Emperor with //7&or kept 
promiſe,and pitched his tents neere D/4/0 : Thither 
came allo Here the lecond,and W/1/;am kings of E7- 
land and Scetland. 

But A/exazaer could not only not be perſwaded to 
come;vnder pretence, that the aflembly was congre- 
gated by the Emperor,and not by him: bur he alſo fo 
wrought with Ph//p,that he came vnto the place in- 
deed,bur betore the Emperor ; where waſhing his 
hands in the river hard by,torthwith by the voice of an 
Herauld he ſummoned his Maieſty/as it herein he had 
ſatisfied his oath )”and ſo departed.

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Dideuer Hiſtory record of ſoſauage a demeanor? 
Surely {ome barbarous fouldiers, who in battell have 
taken Princes priſoners, haue intreated them more in- 
humanely, then ſtood with their eſtates : Sapores the 
Perſtan vied to ſethis foot vpon the neck of/a/eriamu 
the captiuatea Emperor, as he mounted his Horſe: 
The Tartatian Tamerlan (the correlatiuetyranny to 


this of the Popes ) inclofing Ba/azerh Emperour of 


Turkes in an yron Cage, carried him ſo diſhonoured 
through all his 1ournies.But whart is this to a Pope?By 
how much the diſproportion holdeth berwixt a ſoul- 
dicr and a Churchman, betweene a Chriſtian and an 
Erhnique, by ſo muchis the immatuity of the Pope 
the more damnable. They being Barbarians, might 
plead ſome probability of excule, in that they miſuſed 
but their enemies, and thoſe by the law of Nations

 Vponintelligence hereof /-zocext admonitherh 0- 
:hoto reſtore the feodary poſſeſſions ofthe Church, 
and to abſtaine trom turther violence . But Ceſar not 
only reiccterh Is admonitions,but inteſteth thoſe pol- 
{clſions, with more and more ſouldier-like depredati- 
ons./nocent fiyeth to Excommunication, depriucth 
him of his Imperiall tixles, and abſolueth the Princes 
of their oth of allegiance towards Otho . And that 
more 15,prohiviteth vnderpaine ofdamnation,that no 
man ſerue,account,or call Ozho Lord or Emperor. lt 
is reported,tiat he cauſcd the Princes anew to {weare 
vnto Frederick King of $zc//,being as yet an Infantzand 

him he made choice of to ſucceed in his place. 
VVhereupon Ozhoreturned into Ger;any 5 where, 
albeitin the Aſſembly of eremberg, vpon complaint 
ofthe Popith tyranny,and the cowardize of the Prin 
ces,he had entreda ſtrict bond of alliance with many; 
and had imoreouct taken [harpe IEUCNEE VDPPON Her-

*? in peace,as 11s cariage in warrezvpon the de- 
iction of Ortho, at the commandement of /xxocext the 
third , tooke vpon him the Imperiall Crowne-at 4- 
quiſeran. And in the yearenext following (Otho de- 
parting at Peruſum ) he was crowned at Rome, and ho- 
noured with the name of Avguiius, by Honorius the 
third. With him hee brought many rich gifts into 


ltalie, and amongſt the reſt, the Conntic of Fund: 


which with manie notable donatiues he beſtowed vp- 
on the Church;And then ſetting Germane in order,he 
prepared himſelfe for the journey of Jeruſalem , ac- 
cording to the cuſtome of his Aunceſtors : Who 
being deccaued by their falſe pretexts of Religion, 
imagined that they were not worthie to merit the 


Lmperiall Diademes, but by vowes and donatiues ; 
; N Firſt, 
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uita Frederick 
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Firſt, forgetting that no Pope, but the Princes,ar dthe 
people, were inrerefſedin theelettion of che Empe- 
rours: Andiccondly, notfore ſeeing, thatthe Prieits, 
who had too ſharply telt the armes of the Princes to 
their extreame loſſe, were not ſo carctull to recoucr 
Teraſalem tor the Chriſtian gaod, as they were proui- 
dent to direct, or diſtract the forces of itirring Poten- 
rates; | hat mean while they might liue at pleature,and 
prouide for their bellies. For the Princes being ſeque- 
{tred into'thefartheſt parts of the world /this pretext] 
conteſle, caricd a great ſhew of zeale & honeſty ) who 
was left to hinder them, from making free vie of their 
wits at home, and that withour reſtraint or Contra- 
ciction; 

 Howeuer Frederick in the beginning catied hit(elf 
bountifull and obedient towards. Honor ; \notwith- 
ſtanding, his vertues could neither fate condudt his 
lite ſagainſt their ſubtilties, impicrtics and clandeſtine 
- councels;neither his bountie extenuateor lenifie their 
congcmed malices;againſthis perſon. For,three moſt 
wicked Biſhops ſuccefſiuely fucceeding one another, 
for almoſt thirtie yeares ſpace, fo hardly kept him to 
it, that his moſt barbarous enemies, the Turks and S- 
racens, may be reported to-haue made faire and gentle 
warres againft this moſt warlike Emperour, in regard 
of thoſe trickes and tragedies, which the Romanilts 
played him. 

Firſt, Honorizs immediatly after the receit of his Do- 
natiues, without any pretence of receiueddifpleaſure, 
ſeditiouſly maintained and acquited from their oathes 
of allegeancethe two Earles of Tuſcante, Richard and 
_ Thomas, condeinned oftrealon,& the Emperors pub- 
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and viurpe vpon the Kingdomes of Szc// and Apulia, he 
branded the Emperor withthe cenſure of excommu- 
nication, and (as far as lay in his power) depriued him 
cfall Imperial ſoueraignty. After this, he prouoked the 
Lobxrds to revellionz(o that they repelled the Princes 
of Germany,approching to adiet to be held at Cremzoza 
by the Emperors direction : and had done more, had 
not God taken him out ofthis world, to accompanic 


his predeceſſours in the vale of death. 

Gregorie the ninth ſucceedeth: Hero ſeeme nothing 
inferiour to his predeceflor, euen inthe firſt ſtep to his 
Papacic,raged worſe then Horor:zs. He accuſeth him, 
that according to his vow, vndertaken in the time of 
Honovins, to paſle vnto Jeruſalem, hee had not accom- 
pliſhed it within the prefixed time: and therefore re- 
newing the excommunication, hee condemneth him 
without allowance of detence, vulommoned and vn- 
heard; yea, he vtterly denieth either to heare, or to ad- 
mit vnto the preſence of his councell, the honourable 
Embaſſadors ofhis Maieſtie,bringing honeſt & lawful 
reaſons in excufe of their Maſter ; yea, petitioning to 
be admitted vnto fatisfaCtion, in ca'e their Lord had in 
any thing offended: But the Popenotwithitanding all 
ofter of{ubmiſhon, daily intimateth his fulminations ; 
confirmeth in theic rebellions, 79z King of Jeruſalem, 
the Earls of T»ſcay,the Emperorsrebels, & the Nob/es 
of Lombardy; And torbiddeth the Emperors feruants to 
appeare at the day ofthe Afſembly,lproclaimed by the 
Emperor,to be held at Ranenna; Andipoileth the croſ- 


ſed{ouldicrs,bound for the journey of /cruſalerz, of all 
2 their 


lique & dangerous enemies. Secondly,that with more 
facility they might make vieot his fauour to purpoſe, 
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rheir neceflaries. The Emperor obſeruing this paſlage,

Acon,and fhiauheth many glorious attempts to the ho- 
nor of Chriſtendom and the Chriſtian religion.

time,the Pope(O the deepe abyile of Popith impiety) 


taketh his aduantage vpon the Emperours abſence, 
ſubducth 4p{za,prohibiteth the croſfed companies to 
palle the ſeas,& commaitterh infinit ſuch like maſteries, 
not only vnbeſceming a Chriſtian Biſhop , but much 
more Chriſt his Vicar.For firſt, he ſlaieth thoſe Embal- 
ſadors,vhom the Emperor had ſent vnto him to con- 
gratulate his good ſucceſle againſt the Soldan,8& then 
ro terrific thole cities of Apulza, which retuſed his yoke 
of ſubiection, he gtueth out publique rumors,that the 
Emperor was departed this world. Hee alſo maketh 
meanes vnto the So/dax( mean time to work his will in 
Apulra)that he ſhould not capitulate to ſurrender the 
Holy lad vnto Ce/ar.Here behold the piety of this Ho- 
ly tather:Here behold his ſtudy,8& conuerfion ofleuics 
of prouiſtons taken vp through chriſtendom to be im- 
ployedagainſt Gods enemies. This is. his perſecution 
of Infidels,this his Croiſado againſt Turks & Pagans, 
viz.

Heretike 3. Firſt, for that immediatly vpon his Ele&ti- 
on, without his Holiaefle permiſſion, hee had ſtiled 
bimſelte Emperour; ſecondly, for that hee preſumed. 
torelicue certaine of hisyonger bretheren being con- 
demned of here{ie, and outlawed after excommunica- 
| tion; and thirdly, for his raſh afſiſtance ſent. to Galeas 
Viſconti of Mullan againft. his holy -forces. 
| Whereupon Lewes, vnderftanding by the beſt Di- yaut;er.a5:; 
on- I] vines-and Lawyers of that age, that the a&ts and ſay- 
ape Þ} "gs of 1ohz were repugnant to Chriſthis Doftrine : 
hat Y That the Popein truth ought to be ſubiet ro the Em- 
vts, | pcror, and not the Emperor to him in temporall cau- 
ded =Y les; 
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{es:tooke thereat ſuch incouragement, that, he appea- 
led from the Pope male informato ( as the Lawyers 
ſpeake)to the Pope melrus informarao, at the next ge- 
nerall Councel to be held, when heſate arRome in Pe- 
ters chaire. Meane time, valiantly and vigilantly hee . 
preuentcth all iniuries,and diuulgerh the Tenor ofthe 
Appeale throughout all the Prouinces of Germapy. 

During thete verball and fcribeling contentions, it 
came to paſſe, that the Romans being rhroughly tor- 
mented with their ciuill diflentions, ſenttheir ſubmil- 
fiue Orators to /0/#,with humble fupplications to in- 
treat his Holinefle ; that leauing 4/7707, he would 
re-uiſite Rome,and center the Imperial Inueſtiture vp- 
on the King of Romans : this it he retuſed,they certifi- 
ed him 1n plaine termes,that they would renue the an- 
cient Lawes and gouerniment of the Romane people. 
Joha not only denicth their requeſts, but with threats 
and minaces, in moſt jgnominious maner diſmiſleth 
the Orators : At which his pride theRomans bei ng 
notalittle offended, by letters and Ambaſſtes call Lew- 
es tO Rome as theirlawtull Emperor. 

Lewes granteth the motion, and with his army ta- 
keth his way towards /ta/r;and at M7{/1z according to 
the accuſtomed manner is crowned by the Archbi- 
ſhop. Alter this, making choice rather by humility, 
then armes,to aſlwagethe Bithops wrath, he ſendeth 
meſſengers vnto him,huinbly to defire his fatherhood 
roconter the viuall and Imveriall. honours vpotr his 
Maiclty. VV hich when the Biſhop not only gainſayd, 
bur deipightcoully diſmiſſing his Ambaſſadors , pe- 


 remptorily cited his Maieſty to Aui7niony As report 


gocth : Ceſar as hauing full experience of the Papall 
| tyranny, 
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tyranny,yet willing topreſerue the Imperiall dignity 
{collated from abouc)holy and inuiolable, vtterly re- 
fuſcthſlauc-like to proſtrate himſelfe before the Pope, 
or to appeare at Au/g/02. But to auoid the effuſion of 
blood, he is contentin peaccable maner by proxy to 
become aſutor for his collation, But herein finding 
the Pope as ſtiffe as himſelte , and his friendes the 
Viſconti to his diſgrace alreadie accurſed, he maketh 
no more adoe; but fetting Ire in order,he iour- 
nyeth ro Rome , Where with great applauſe by the 
commaundement of the people and the Clergic, 
rogether with his wife hee 1s Crowned by Cardinall 
Steuer Colonna , the whole Nobility aſſiſting, and 
crying, GOD ſaue Lodowicke © Auguitus Emperonr 
of Romanes. And foorthwith by all their good liking, 
he createth Peter of Corbar, a Minorit, a man learned 
and in-ured to Goucrnement, High Prieſt: Hee cau- 
ſeth the counterfet of /oþz to be made in wood, and in 
the preſence of Ce/ar moſt ignominiouſly conſumeth 
itto aſhes; pronouncing him an Heretique,a deſtrozer 
ofthe Church, and a publique evemy to the peace of 
Chriſtendome. 

cx again,thundrerh our cruell proceſle againſt Lew- 
es,depriuerth him ofall imperiall preheminence,and cx- 
communicateth him as a Rebeil and Arch-heritique a- 
gainſt the Roman Church. Wherupon the Emperor, 
to whom 7t/y became diſpleaſit,partly tor that he had 
already determined to make no long abode rherein, 8& 
partly in feare of poiſon, wherwith heknew the Roma- 
niſtz were better acquainted,then with arms,made his 
retrait into G2rmany. Whether (no ſooner arived )but

lie buried with their framer.But not fo : For Beredtt 
the twelfth {ſucceeding in the Popedom,ſucceeded alſo 
in all Popiſh qualities againſt this Emperor z confir- 
ming all the cenſures,and depriuations which his pre- 
decellor 7ohnhad ſued out againit him. 
Whereupon,Ceſar perceiuing that theſe fiery ſpi- 
rits would never be at peace, vntill by the vtter ouer- 
throw and diſgrace of all temporall Authority , they 
had fully andtorccably ftrengthnec their owne great- 
nefle,at Franciford he alſembleth the Princes,with the 
wilc-men of his Kingdoms perſons ot immatcheable 
dexterity in diuine and humane ſciences; and there,by 
the aduilſe of the moſt zealous and beſt learned, hee 
publiſheth a Decree vnder his ſeale againſt che injurt- 
ous proceſle of the dead Bithop : therein rendring a 
molt Chriſtianlike account of his faith, plainly & inge- 
nuouſly confefing,that as it. Decame a true Catholike 
he belecued all the Articles ot che Chriſtian veritte. 
To theſe by ſolemne proclamation hee annexeth 
many notable edicts,tothe ancient Conſtitutions he 
addeth ſome new,and corroborateth the old, viz. That 
the Eleftors of the Empire,and no man befrdeshould ineter- 
medad'e in the election of the King of Romans: WW heieun- 


' tothe Princes and nobility gaue thcir full conſent: Or- 


daining moreouer,that who exer 4s 70%inated King of 


Emperor ſhou!d be acknowledged for the true, ſupremeand 
incu. ttate Soueraten of the Empire,deing indeed though 
diffetent in name,yet tho fame in eftect. That without 4- 
ry confirmation or approvation from the Apoſtolique ſec,he 
met avſolntely conerae and adminiſter inftice throurh- 
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out the Empire. And that after publication from the Prin- 
 ve5,7M caſe of lawfull proceeding ta the eleftion, the Pope is | 
bound to anotnt him: 219 in defalt of refuſall or denial that 
any other catholique Biſnop is 4s capavle us the Pope,to pro- 
claime him Emperor,C:ſar, Auguitue, Conſidering that 
theſe formal and ſolemne ceremonies, are but thinss 
indifferent deuiled by the Popes,conterring only titles 
and names. but no matter of ſubſtance. For what Ro- 
man Biſhop conſecrated the Conftantinopoliran Em- 
perors?whart Pope before Charles his time, the ancient 
Anzuſti?or who before Conſtantine the Ethnike Coſars? 
And then,the Emperor acknowledged no oth. of fide- 
lity,but of obſeruancy and of defending the faith. 
From this point, he proceedeth to prooue , that in 
caſe of vacancy,the Imperial el:Ction diuolueth not to 
the Papacy: and that,the preſcription is derogatory to 
the liberty,dignity, therites and maicſty of the ſacred 
Eivpire, La truth by long and aprooued cuſtome 
from Antiquity ,and ſt}in vie,thar all Iudicature,feal- 
ties and priuiledges of conterring and diſpoſing of all 
rights,intereſts,& demands, belonged & do belong to. 
the Houſe ofthe Count Palatine of the Ryene,during the 
vacancy,notWithſtanding the conltuutions of the C/e- 
mnentines. | 
Whar pen can be ſo partiall,as not to giuedue com- 
mendationto the prudency of this. good Emperor,be- 
ing ſeaſoned with ſo plentifull a meaſure of diſcretion? 
who ſo modeſtly carried himfeltc berween the Princes 
& the Pope, that the former admired his wifedom, and 
the later celebrated his goodnefle > For in Bened/d7s Naucl. genes. 
prime-entranceinto the pontificacy,vpon occaſion of 
diſcontents between his holineſlc and the French king 
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his Majeſtie vnderſtanding therof,by meanes made fot 
reconciliation and abfolution, vnto which the Biſhop, 
after hee had entered into a large field of diſcourſein 
praiſe of Germany and this Emperour , condiſcended 
promiling to be mindfull ofthe motion; concluding, 
That that Noble branch of the Church (meaning Lewes) 


which nowbegan tobe ſeperated, [hauld a 74128 be re-ingraf-

Vp6 another occaſion,when the Embaſſadors of the 
kings of France and Apulra,had ſcandalized his Maicſtie 
for plotting of diuers indignities againſt the Courtof 
Rome : his Holines excuſed him with great earneſtnes, 
openly auouching, that the Clergie had wronged him, 
ard not he the Clergie. | 

But howeuer, at this time he acknowledged the in- 
nocencie of Lewes, yet afterwards, when £ king of 
France in deſpight oftheEmperor & the Pope,hadllily 
preuented the returne of certaine Cardinals into his 
kingdom;and that /ohx king of Bohemia,8& Henry Duke 
of Bauaria,had traiterouſly coſpired to elect anew Em- 
pcror,he ſuftered himſelte with ſmall intreaty to be dil- 
{waded from his formerreſolution of Ablolution: yea, 
after the king of France & his Maieſtie had capitulated 
a peace, full fore againſt his mind; vpon requelt to have 
& ratified by his Holines, he flatly deniedit; cauelling, 
that Lewes being now declared an heretike, ought not 
again to be accounted a Chriſtian at the kings pleſure. 

Thus may you ſee how the Popes were accuſtomed 
tO play faſt andlooſe with the German Emperors. 

Vcll, the Abſolution by this nicity being adiour- 
ned, andthe Emperor well obſeruing wherunto theſe 
pontifical policies tended,fummoneth the Princes and 
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Eleors toa Diet at Rexſixm. There with caſe, by his 
affability,liberality and clemency, he ſo deuoteth their 
loyalties to his ſeruice, that by ſolemne oath they not 
onely auow to maintaine and defend che honor ofthe 
Empire:but they alſo decreed,the Proccſles of 79h7 late 
Fes of Roxee, returned againſt his Maicſtie, to be void 
and of no validity :- yea, thata Biſhop ought not to en- 
rertaine any ſuch practiſes againſt an Emperour , for 
that their juriſdictions were meerly of diſtinct natures. 

Benedict dieth, & Clement the 6.ſucceedeth: an effemi- © 
nat Prelat, extraordinarily ambitious ofhonor &po* 
tencic, VVho had noſooner ſeated his foot in the chair 
of Lucifer, but his furious Genzus took fuch hold of his 
hart,thatin Latin & Dutch libels affixed vpon church 
dores, heſummoneth his Maicſtievnder the cenſure of 
extream penice,within three daics ſpace to make fatil- © 
faction,to God & the church (meaning himſelf )as alſo 
to deſiſt fro further medling in the -affaires of the Em- 
pire; which limitation being expired,8 no appearance 
recorded, he proceedeth to ſentence of cotumacie. At 
terwards, whe his Protors craued forgiuenes, with an 
effer to performe all iniunQions to vtmoſt:he was not 
aſhamed to motion ſo foule an atronement, as neuer 
Pagan demanded of his Captiue ſlauc : v:iz.. That hee 
ſhould confe(ſe and acknowledge all his errors and hereſies; 
That he ſhawld reſizne the Empire : and ſimply commit h:3 
<1ldren, and all his moucables into his tuition. 

Where is now become, O Luciter, thy paſtoral hu- 
mility 2 where thy. fatherly aſpe&t ? where thy repreſen- 
ative Holineſſe? 

Notwithſtanding, albeit thepooreſt refuſe of the 
world would not haue. accepted oftheſe. baſelt condi-

rions, yet this good Emperour , fore-ſeeing, that if 
he ſhould not bend ; warre, {laughter & _ would 
enſue, he recciued the pontificall libell ; figned it with 
his ſeale, and {wore to obſeruc it; ſo farretorth bumi- 
lating his deiection , that vpon relation thereof, the 
whole Colledge of the ſcarlet-roabed-fathers could 
not chuſe but recetue it with vnaccuftomed admiratis. 

But the Emperor vpon ſounder aduice, conſidering 
with himſelfe, that without the conſent of the Ele- 
ors, andofthe Princes & the eſtates ofthe Empire, 
ir was againſt the fundamentall Law to accept of any 


' ſuch Cavitulation , in the next aflembly at Frankfors, 


hee cauſeth the tenor of the reconciliation to be read 
before the whole Aﬀlembly. They giue ſentence, that 
ittendethin moſt points to the pretudice and deſtru- 
Ction of the ſtate, and therefore reied& it : They pro- 
miſe to ſtand faſt vnto his Maicſtic ; in cafe, as before, 
he would re-afſume his courage, and reſolutely defend 
the honour ofthe Empire. And to conclude,they di- 
{patch an Embaſhe to the Pope, with intimatien, that 
from thence-forth he ſhould ceaſe from ſuch frivolous 
conuet:tions , being purpoſely deuifed to diſhonour 
the Maieſtie ot the German Empire. 

They arrive before his Holinefle; they expoſtwate 
the rigour of the Articles to the prejudice of the Em- 
pire: nothingelſetheyinforce, nothing etfe they dc- 
nand: Bur his Holinefle inraged like an illuded Ti- 
greſic; layethall the blamevpon Lewes , & with deeper 
hart-burning then before, fallerh into treatie with 70h» 
and Charlzs Kings of Bohemza, heretofore ouerthrowne 
by Lewes, and with their vncle Bu/dwin, Archbiſhop of 
T rexcrs,co delioy Lewes and his whole poſterity. . 
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The bargaine agreed ypon by theſe Pleudo Chriſti- 
ans, in the yeare of our Sauiour 1346. vpon Maundy- 
Thuriday , hee is moſt irreligioully accurſed Dy Bere- 
dit; and by the renouation otrhe Proceſle (ſent out 
by his predeceſſour 104») declared an Heretique and 
ſcilmatique. 


To aggrauate the deſpight, and by effe&s to ſhew 


the ſolidiry ofthis religion , hee commandeth the Ele- 


tors within a proportioned time, to make choiſe of 
another. Loe, the Emperor rather then he will be an 


inſtrumentofilaughter and faftion,dil praceth his high. 


calling by acceprance of baſeſt articles; but the Pope 
rather then he will want of his will, »»/o flats (as the 
prouerb is) will depoſe, fer vp, commend, diſpraiſe, 
blefſe and curſe; and without all reſpe&s, either of 
conſcience or humanity, ſer all Chriſtendome on out- 
nge, to bereuenged on onecreature. VVere this the 
practiſe but of One, the imputation were exculable, 
a defect in manners, butthroughthe whole Legend 
ofeuery Emperours lite, you ſhall 0bſerne the one ab- 
tinent, yea timorous , for conſcience fake to'dehle e- 
ven his 1maginations with humane blood: the other 
igorous, wtathtull, impatient,and quarrelfome : fom- 
ime vpon donatines, ſometime vpon aura /mpery, and 
lometitnes vpon non augmenting of Saint Perers pa- 
mimonie.

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randon vpon euery occaſton,ſo that it would amaze x 
very Turke to heare with what ſhifcs,with what cua- 
ſions, and diſtinftions of /piritza/za, they will ſtuffe 
whole volumes in inſtifying of their falſthications, in 
wreſting andcurtailing of Authors,in denying mani- 
feſt Records,in railing on their oppoſites,and preſſing 
mens conſciences with miracles,policies, and impo- 
ſtures.Inſomuch,that if words will not worke, impo- 
ftures ſhall ſeduce ; it impoſtures proouetruitleſſe, 
{words ſhall walke,it {words be prenented, then poi. 
ſons and treaſonable practiſes ſhall put end to the 
controuerlie. Blood muſt fatiate,or the Church can- 
not be ſatisfied. 

Butto our Hiſtory: TheEle&ors haue a perempto- 
ry day gtuen.them,againſt which if they produce not 
their Anti-emperor,the Pope proteſterh by no irreli- 
gious reliques,that rather then the Church ſhall wane 
a Lieuctenant,an Aduocate(Himſelfe mult bee Cap- 
taine and chietc Iuſtice)hee will ſer vp One of his ſolc 
Ele&tion. VVell, oaths muſt bekept inuiolable, eſpeci- 
ally with traitors,and ſo doth his Holineſſe. And thus 
he beginneth his web. Hexrie of Witrenberg Archbi- 
ſhop of Mogurce,and one of theeledtors, for his loiall 
adherency vnto his Lord and maſter, to curry fauour 
withthe Bohemians, he depriueth of all his eccleſiaſti 
call and-temporall capacities,and into his place hein- 
trudeth Gerlace his Chaplein,the Nephew of 44o/ph 
of N«f/aw,once King of Romans. This nevy Papall Bi- 
ſhop inſariſta&tion of his Lord and maſters expectatl 
on,andin requitall of like office towards the Bohenit- 
2ns for their choice andele@ion,vpon the aſſembly of 
the Princes at Kexſium, for the nomination of a nev 
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Cole;n,Rodulph Duke of Saxonie, and 1ohn the father a 
Bohemian,to nominate and ele&t Charles King of Bo- 
hemta tor ſupreme Lord ofthe Empire. 

But for all this; albeit Charles in the life time of Lewes 
was crowned at Boyne, yet{uch was his reputation, 
and ſuch the affection ofall the good townes through 
the Emp ire towards his ſeruice;that vpon a conuoca- 
tion of a Diet and that after the coronation of Charles; 
No one of the Princes was found.ei: her to ſecond the 
ele&tion,or to regard the Popes Breues, or to ſwarue 
from their promiſed fidehty. 

Had he beene a Popelike Prince; that is, [fro worke 
his will, he would haue hazarded his Title vpon warre 
and bloodſhed, what could hee not haue performed. 
But beeing of a quite contrary diſpoſition, and guided 
by the belt ſpirits of vnpartiall Prechers, heneuer be- 
gan a warre againſt auy man, though prouoked, bur 
onely for the quiet and honour of tis country ; And 
indeteſtation of (laughter, reſolued with himſelte ne- 
uer to determine a quarrel by warre, if any ſccondarie 


meanes mightfiniſhitby peace; and theretore beta- 


king himſelte ro his quietelt diſpoſitions, by rhe treche- 
ry of Clement(as ſome Authors report) he was poyſo- 
nedat.a meriment, and after.as he rode on hunting,as 
ſoon as by labor andthe motion ofhis beaſt his blood 
heated, hee fell headlong from horſebacke. Thus,moſt 
vaworthyly was this Emperor to the griete of all good 
Chriſtians made away,in the ſecond yeere after the c- 
le&ion of Charles.the fift of the Ides of October,in the 
yeere of Grace 1347.after hee had fo honourably go- 
ucrned the Empite for the ſpace of thirty and three

breaches of concludedarticles,tofurther the publique 
peace, but rather to adminiſter matter of implacabl: 
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heart-burnings and aſſured wars between the Princes. 

For by one Apoſtaticali Breue, firſt, the conditions of 
the peace are preſcribed to 1o high and mighty an 

Emperor, by his ſubie& and Vaſlall S/rz4 of M7lan: 

ſecondly, the oath ofthe French King duely and fo- 
leinnly taken,is pardoned andf:uftrated: thirdly Ceſar 

is commanded to re-deliuer the children of Fraxce,as if 
it were not enough by the releaſement of the fathers 

oath,to be once deluded. Fourrhly, He is commanded, 

not to winke at, bur to perpetuate thetyranny of the 

Icalian Kinglings.Fiftly,he is commanded to forbeare 

to come vnto /taly,vnleſle he proportioned his troops 

to theſhape ofthe Papal and Venetian limitations.Sixt- 
ly,He is commanded to giue pardon to Traitors : and 

for concluſion, in caſe of not-pertormance, warre is 

denounced by ſea and by land. 

Amidſt which diſhonorable limitations,what could 
Ceſar doe, butin true acknowledgement of the vp- 
rightnes of his cauſe,reie& theſe baſe conditions with 
as great courage on the one ſide, as they were inſo- 


lently propounded by the other, repoling more hope 
in his innocency, theninthe multitude of Horſe or 


ſhipping? 
Andfurely,Godalmighty, thevnpartiall Judge of 
humane a&ions, ſo moderated the execution of his di- 
uine iuſtice, that whatſoeuer complots this archite& 
of euill counſell,meant to haue throwne downe vpon 
the head of Ceſar,the very ſame betell his ownperſon, 
euen when he thought himſelfe to ſtand vpon ſo ſure 
aground, as to be an onely SpeRator of the enſuing 


troubles.

For Ceſar becingawakenedat the Report of 
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mous a Confederacic, diſpatched into 1ta/y the Duke 
of Burbon & Froxſþerg , Captaines of admirable repu- 
tation for their cariage in the laſt warres;with warrant 
to defend Naples,now by the tenor of the league giuen 
in prey to Warre and diſ-vnion. 

Theſe Leaders pretending,as if they meant to paſſe 
by Florence, now growen proud by the-continuance 
of peace, their mighty Citizenthe Pope; and thelate 
league; at laſt bending their courle by the mountaines 
androcks, vponthe {ixt day of May,they ſolemnly en- 
wed Rome: droue Clement into the Baſtil of Adrian; 
and vpon want of all neceſlaries (his Bulls, his Breues 
and execrations, thicke and threefold breathed out a- 
gainſt the Germzares and Sparzards, ſtanding him in no 
itead) compelled him to yeeld ; but with ſo ſeruile and 
baſe conditions, as vpon.the like, neuer did Souldier to 
this.day, give vp his fort; 

Theinfolency ofthe Spaniard, and the-inhumanity 
ofthe Germaye, lam notablein apt words to dif] play. 
See Gurcctararne, and the Hiſtories of thoſe times. 

For beſides their horrible pillagings, their ſpoiles, 
their rauiſhments, and their walts, no kinde of ſcorne 
was lett vnpraQtiſed againſt the Pope & his Cardinals: 

_ All without difference werealike made capriues, all a- 
like tortured : He that was raſomed to day by the Sp4- 
iſh, ro morrow was again in durance to the Germans. 

Ceſar writetIrhis letters tothe Pope andthe Kingof 
Engiana, that allthis happened beſides his priuity or 
command yea, that he would not acknowledge ſuch 


ike ſor like, by tranſgreſſors for his fouldiers , who durſt atrempt ſo

wicked aſcruice. Yet ſticketh hee not to attribute the 
miſhap tothe ſ{ecretiudgements of God, who would

| ThePope being reſtored toliberty, maketh ſhevy of. 
great friendſhip, but in ſecret worketh him all poſſible 
VeXation. 

For either vpon hope to poſleſſe the Kingdome of 
Naples(a preciſe condition in the articles) or elſe in de- 
ſire of reuenge; he ſo wrought withthe French king to 
renue the warre, thatat his Fredtion Lautrick was | op 
into /taly,for the conqueſt thereof. But ſuch was the e- 
uent, that Zautrick died; the peſtilence raged through 
the Camp and nothing was effefted. Wherupon;the: 
French king tor the loue of his children (as yet captiues: 
in Spaine) was glad to accept of the proffered conditi- 
ons. The Biſhop, alwaiesaccuſtomed to goe with the: 
ſtreame, vpon the. peace perfected at Cambray , be-- 
tweene the Emperour,the French, andthe ether Prin- 
ces, enſtalleth Charles at Boonia,with the Imperial dia- 
dem, and aydcth him in the ſiege and conqueſt of F/o- 
rence; the people whereof hee ſaw puniſhed moſt ſe-- 
uerely . But his Holines had not forgotten to cequite. 
Charles with many like courteſtes,if God had beſtoyed 
longer lite vponhim.. 

For within three yeeres after, hee had complotted a 
league with Frazcis the French King at 2arſelbs, to.

After the deceaſe of Clement, ſucceeded _Aexander 
Farnc/ius, otherwiſe Pau/the third, a man almoſt ſpent 

with age,yet ofa farre more ſubtile diſpoſition. 
Hee omntia ex- For vpon obſcruation, that the controuerlies inre- 
poſit my ligion did daily more and more augment, andpropa- 
nj kd Ars with {ingular affeion he ſtudied Ceſars fauour 
ut to no other purpoſe, then in thirſt ofthe German 
bloud, to combine his Maieſtic and the other Princes, 
in ſtrifter bonds of perſeucrance,to take armes againſt 
the Lutherans; hypocritically giuing out to all per- 
ſons, andin all places,and that vpon his faith, that hee 
would ſpeedily aſſemble the Generall counſell, ſo of- 
ten petitioned,and promiſed to the Germane Nation. 
7o vine time, Andiurely fo he did, firſt proclaiming itto be held at 
Mantua, then at Verona, andlaſtly after the expiration 
of many yeares at Trey? : but not withany intention 
to ſalue the greeuances of the Chriſtian Common- 
weale, or the diſtemperature of the Church: but that 
by holding the Germanes in ſuſpence vpon the finall 
determinations of the Councel; meane time he might 
wintimeto effe&uate his ſecret reſolutions ws. the 
ſuppreſſionofrthetruth, andthe reſtitution of Germa- 
zie, now through the light of the Goſpell beginning 
to ſhake off Babilonian tyrannie, to it priſtinat capti- 
uity.

In the beginning waereof, 
good fortune prognoſticated a proſperous progreſle 
vnto Ceſar (by the raKing of 1ohn Frederick EleQor of 
Saxonie; the Lantgraue of Heſſen; the\confilcating of 
all wittembergs eſtates, andthe finacing of many con- 
federat Cities) yer, in being too officious to giue his 
Holines content, 1n keeping his priſoners more ſtri&t- 
ly then Honour could warrant, and in coyning new 
articles of religion to the Popes belt liking ; ſuch an 
alteration followed, vpon theriſing of Maurzce Prince 
Ele&or, and _Mbert of Brandenburg , and other new 
confederates , that (diſmiſſing the captiuated Princes, 
and granting liberty of Conſcience through Germa- 
xe ) ſo difaduantageous were his proofes of. papall 
countenance, that he often wiſhed,that he had prefer- 
xed the loues of the Princes , before the Popes ſureft 
alliance. | 
Foralthough (to confeſle truth) the proceedings of 
Paul againſt his Maicſtie, wereſlower and better cari- 
ed, then thoſe of his predeceſſors ;. inregard that hee 
was his Champion, to manage bloudy and difficult 
ſtratagems againſtthe ſeruants of God: yet vponthe.

Marke cAnthonie Colonna beeing abſent,he citeth 

r co appeare before him within three daies ſpace; and 
n in default of appearaunce , hee maketh prize of his

: To /ohn Count of Mortorian,he giueth the goods 
s of Aſcanzus Colonna, together with the titular Earlc- 
dome of Pallzanum. 

In deſpight of Ceſar he recalleth the Out-lawed gen- 
tlemen of Naples,and endoweth them with offices,and 
publique preheminences. 

Atthe inſtance of Peter Stroza, he fortifieth -a/l:4- 
»um , and preparethit for the reccit of the French to 
the inteſting of Naples. 

Finally, by ſending his kinſman Cardinall Caraffa in- 
to Fraxce,moſt impioufly he diſturberh the peace con- 
cluded in Belg/a,betweene his molt excellent Maieſty 
and the French Monarch. | 

And to bee eſpecially carefull, that no one ſhot of 
Popiſh malice ſhould miſle his Maicſty, he abſolutely 
denieth his ſonne Ph:/;p(vnto whom the father had re- 
ligned the adminiſtration of all his kingdoms) the in- 
ueſtiture of the kingdomes of Naples and Szc/l, being 
teld ofthe Church.

Atlaſt after three moneths attendince, and car- 
neſt begging(butnot before hee had receiued a more 
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ſtrict commandement from his Maſter) either vpon

Lacorieilluſfton? For the matter had beene againe and 
againe diſputed on, andthe confirmation fo long de- 
layed , in expectation of ſome diſaſter, which T7me 
might produce againſt Ceſar , that before any thing 
was determined, this polzti:qgue Impoitor was taken out 
of this world. Afrer whom departed vnto the place 
of etcrnall bliſſechis worthy Emperour; but fo, that 
tize confirmation which Clement madelitigious, Pris 
the fourth offtered willingly, and Ferdinand reieacd 
as conſtantly, after the examples of Radu{ph of Hat/- 
burge his progenitor, and Ilrximzrlian his Grandta: 
ther, contenting himſelte with the orderly eleCtion of 
the German Princes, 

I hauc heard report of as weighty atoleration as 
this, eucn in matters of religion, it as vertuous a Prin- 
ceſle, as any of theſe afore-named, would: haue con- 
difcended co haue accepted the approbation at his Ho- 
linefles hand. Andas the world now ſtandeth, who 
goubteth but the Pope would doe much to be recon- 
cited to lome Clixiftian Conftantines: 
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And therefore to conclude, Iholdit not fit ro:con- 
ceale theſe worthy remembrances of his godlineſle 


and ſincerity 3 Thatin his raigne, inthe yeare 1552.the 
ſecond day of Auguſt, an Edict was obtained,whereby 
Peace was graunted to the profeſſors of the _Auzuitar 


confeſſion. 
That, in the yeare 1 5 5 5. that »oble Decree follo- 


wed, whereinit was ordained, that »o force, zor of- 
fence, direitly or indirettly, incaſe of Relrgion ſhould be 
thence-forth wſcd againit Prince, Earle, or any imperial 
C:t7e. 

Intheyeare 1 5 5 9. at Auguita, ina full aſſembly

of the States, the ſaid Decrce was reumed and con- 


firmed. | 
After which Conſtitutions confirmed by the tran(- 


ation of Paſ/au/a, and confirmed by the Eſtates (as 
Iaide at Avsburg ) this good Emperour perſwading 
himſelte, that mens mindes were wrought to Religi- 
on, more by preaching and teaching , then by force 
and bloud-ſhed; was willing , euen within his owne 
hereditariepoſleſſions , That o ſubted? of his ſhould bee 
troubled for his conſcience. Wiſhing, that ſome abu- 
ſes (vied by the Romaniſts) might by lawtull and mo- 
dcrate procecdings be reformed, and yet the Hierar- 
chy and order of the Eccleſtaſtical policy, be decently 
maintained. 

Wherenpon, when:the. _Mu#tr7azs defired thepub- 
lique vie of the Lords ſupper in both kindes ; as alſo 0- 
ther articles of religion , to be freely permitted them, 
which they had drawen forth in the confeſſion of 4- 


sburg ; Ferd/pand, not onely tooke the articles, and the 
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reaſons of the abules (deſcruing reformation) into his 
owne con{1deration : but alſo, when he heard theteſti- 
monie ofthe Grecke Church, concurring withthe pe- 
tition , heeſent/Yrbax Biſhop of Gurcta for this cauſe 
principally to Yerzce, chat there he ſhould procure in- 
{truftions, how the Greckes accuſtomed to doe in di- 
ſtribution of this part of the Lords ſupper:as alſo what 
was their Op;#/02 concernivg this maine point of do- 
Grine. And inthe Synod of Trezt by his Orators, he 
did moſt inſtantly infiſt and vrge; Thar by leaue of the 
Pope, the people of _Aui#r/a might vic both the parts 
of the Sacrament. 

Some\vhat before his death, hereceaued the Brewe, 
authorizing the Communion to be adminiſtredvnto 
the Laity vnder both kindes,which Ps the fourth ſent 
vnto the Archbiſhop of Sa/z5burg:;but interlaced with 
diuers limitation of conditios. YVherat this good Em- 
peror did exceedingly rejoyce ,andg auc thanks that it 
pleaſed God, that he had obtained thar, which his ſub- 
ic&s of Auitria, hadio often, and fo carneſtly deſired 
of his Maieſtie. 

For his cariage towards the Counſell of Trent, which 
he referred wholy to his Holinefle, I hold itnot fit to 
iſpeake. For he adiudged, that hee had recciued an in- 
fnite pleaſure fromthe Pope, in that he had graunted 
him that, (though by much intreaty and many reſtri- 
tions) which Chriſt commanded vnto all Chriſtians, 
plainly and effectually. | 


Maximilian 
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Ys Maximilian the ſecond, 


Hee began his raignt in the ſixt yeare of 
Queene Elizabeth, 


Aa 9 Ettcr fortunes, then his fathey and wncle 
1 charles, had not Maximilian the ſecond, 
1 from whom concerning the ample pro- 
V3 miſes of Clement the ſeuenth , wee haue 


Iacobs worce ; but his hands denote him to be Eſau: vehe- 
mently complaining , That ewermore theſe people haue 
violated their faith,and broken their leagues: That againſt 
all right and equitie, their words are of no validity , nor 
their oathes of force. And therefore hereafter neuer to 
be captiuated with ſecurity. 

Heweas created Emperour in theyeare of our Lord 
1564. A Princeof afincere diſpoſition , eſpecially in 


matters ofreligion : which when hee perceiued to be 


ſorely ſhaken and rent, with diuerſtty of opinions ; hee 
precued in-minde, but ſhewed himſelfe indifferentto 
the profeſſors thereof, neuer hindering the courſe with 
any ſcuere edict. | 

Which his godly moderation, cauſed the Romar:ſts 
to offer him Sine hard meaſure ſurcly notto beſaid, 
to haue vtterly waſht away the contagion of their an- 


cient treacheric and malice,ine//e diuolued vpon them 


from the ſucceſſue diſcent of ſo many their predecel- 


fors . Burthis worthy Prince was nothing mooued - 


there at, 


© heard this faying to proceed: 1t 7 ſurely 
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thereat,neither ſtarted one jot from his accuſtomed le- 
nitic. ' Crazo Craftheim his Councellor and Phyſition, a 
man beyond all exceptiou), ſhall witneſle ir :nhi fune- 
rall Oration. The Emperor Maximilian newer entred 1n- 
to indgement of another mans Conſcience , but alwaies in 
controuerſie of Religion forbere by force to ſettle mens 
minds. For he confeſſed in the hearing of many men ten 


peeres agoe, unto William Prelate of Olomuch: That no 
ſiane was more greeuous, then the forcing of Conſciences, 


Many are alſo aliue who remember what hee ſaid to a 
Prince flying his kingdome,and in his flight reſorting 
vnto him for ſuccour : Surely thoſe that arrogate power 
ouer mens con{ciences,inuade the bulwarkes of Heauen, and 
oftentimes looſe that Authority,which God here hath ginen 
them vpon earth. _ | 

Suchcare and ſtudy as Father Ferdinand vicdin ob- 
{cruing the Pacification of Paſ/an/a,the ſame the ſonne 
Maximilian emulated and defended,permitting-vnto 
the Auſtrian Nobility the doctrine of the contellion 
of Ausburg by edi&t,dated the 18. Augult. 1568. 

For when as many hoble men of 4»ftria vnder the 
gouernment of Ferdinand, had preſented vnto Charles 
the fitt,certaine Euangelicall miniſters profetling the 
Conteſlion of Ausburg : and amongſt theſe;many tur- 
bulent ſpirits diſmiſſed vppon many occaſtons trom 
many parts of Germarnie , had relorted vnto. his go- 
uernment asto a place of ſecurity; And vnder blinde 
pretences of Euangelicall liberty had znconſtderately 
znnouatcd and tumulruouſly preached many things 
concerning Church-gouernement: This Maximilian 


-after the example of his father ,, thought-it not mect 
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t0 prohibit his ſubicRs the confeſſion of Ausbure; 2nd 
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yet forbore not to refſtraine that anarchiall remeri- 

of ſuch hot ſpirits, throughout every ſeuerall vil- 
lage ofthe Prouince, almott teaching and inftitu- 
ting a peculiar forme of DoErine and Ceremonies. 

At laſt atthe earneſt entreaty and humble petitions 
of the Auſtrian Nobility, he permitted then the free 
exerciſe of the Auguſtan conteſhon , both in Chur- 


ches and families,{o that they would aſſure him to ob-. 


ſeruc that certaine order of doctrine and celebration 
of the Lords ſupper, throughout all their Churches, 
which as then was already vied and imbrazed by the 
reſidue of the Proteſtant Churches, according to the 
preſcript of order of the ſaid confeſſion. For reforma- 
tion Ao he emploied Jaachir: Camerarives and Da- 
wid.chytrews : and the promile once granted,being at- 
terwards Emperor he obſcrued moſt religiouſly . Of 
whoſe faith and integrity,although to his neuer dying 
honour much may be ſpoken, yer here will we ceaſe, 
and fall to diſcourſe vpon the ſucceſſion of his Sonne 
Rodolph. What further matter the good and well min- 
ded Reader may expe&,I will leaueto his own diſcre- 
wav be exemplified, by the application of theſe old 
verics :

Letters hercot were ſent vnto his Maieſty, and 
meane while T#r7mer was eagerly aflaulted by the Car- 
dinals to change opinion; but he was conſtant.

2. Onthe contrary , all Eccleſiaſtical! perſons, Bi- 
ſhops,Prelates,Prieſts, Monks,Nuns,and all their tem- 
porall goods,their priuiledges andeſtates, are vtterly 
exempted and freed from all obedience of temporal! 
Lords,from their commands,contributions,and ſupe- 
riorities; and that aſwell in perſonall and reall implea- 
dings, as in ciuill and criminall ations . Neither are 
they bound to obey Emperor,King,or any Lay Magi- 
ſtrate. Yea Cſar,Kings and Princes,ought to inſtruct

his fortreſſes rather to eccleſtalticall perſons, then to 


Lay Capraines. 

3- Albeitthe Pope be a Man,yet for that he is Gods vi- 
car on carth(a rea{on wherfore diuine honor is due to 
him)he can not erre in points concerning Chriftian 
doctrine; no although all other ecclefiaſticall fathers, 
yea and the Councels themfelues ſhould fall into er- 
ror. An argument, That from Councels we mult ap- 
peale to the Pope;but nor e contra, Fromthe Popegto 
the Councel. 

4. The Validity , interpretations, and power of inno- 
vating the ſacred Scriptures, reſteth in the boſome of 
the Pope : but his Hulinefle decrees,as ſimply neceſſa- 
ry to faith and ſaluation, are immurable, to; cible,and 
obligatory. | 

5. The conſtitutions, Statutes,ordinances,parliaments, 
edits, Contederacies,& al letters patents, of Emperors 
Kings,Princes,& other eſtates, which fauourany other 
religion,then the modern Roman ought to berepured 
voide and of no force, no, althonghan oathbeinter- 


poſed. 
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6. The Edict ofreligion concluded by the general con- 
ſent of the German Nation,is not obligatory; forthat 
it was procured by force. That, it was granted,but to 
ſcruethe time,as a Delay,or Toleration: viz.vntill the 


publication of the Councell of Trent, which followed 


intheyeere 15 64. 
7. ThatnowtheRomaniſts are to imploy their vemoſt 


indeuours by fire,{word, poiſon, powder, warre,or any 
other engine,to ſuppreſlc all heretiques, bur eſpecially 
the Lutherans and Caluiniſts , with their fautors and 
the politique catholiques, who had rather maintaine 
peace,then adioyne their torces to the Catholique {ide 
in extirpation of hereſies. 

8. But this rule is not without exceptis:Ifthey haue caule 
to feare that the projet be not likely to ſecond imagi- 
nation, or that danger or detriment be likely to ariſe 
thereofto the Catholique caulc : In this caſe, ſome re- 

ard is to bee had to the time, and a better ſeaſon to 

be expected.Yet ſome are againe of opinion: That time 
is notto be reſpefted . For what requitall ſhall a Ieſuit 
returne to ſo benigns a parent as the Pops, if hee ſtand 
tampering wpon the ſafetie of his conſcience, or the ſe- 
curity of his life ? And therefore without any longer 
temporizing,it were better that in all o_ theſe Lu- 
therans and Caluiniſts were ſpeedily baniſhed, ſup- 


preſſed,or viterly rooted out; ſo that hereafter not {0 


much as oneſecd may beleft,to reſtore ſo. much as the 
remembrance of their Religion. 


9. As ſoonas theRoman-CatholiqueſubieQs intheir 


Conciliables have decreed, That the Emperor,King or 
Prince vuder whom they ſerue,zs ts be accounted a Tyrant: 


then is it lawfull for them to renounce him, 'and te 
ju Aa2 hold 
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hold themſelues free from: their oath of allegeance. 
Burt if they be deemed to hold their a//emblzes 3. The ts 
it-zranted vnto euery priuate ſubie(t , yea praiſe-worthic 
and meritorious , to murder ſuch a King or Prince: but 
with prouiſo, that hee proceede not before hee hae 
vſed the counſell of ſome Jeſuit, orfſuch like Thev!o- 
gian . Wherein, the Murke James Clement , who 
flew Henry the third with an inuenomed knife , made 
true vic of this Rule. And in thoſe dayes, bee was 
adiudged to haue acted as meritorious an ation, that 
ſhould haueplaycdthe like part by his ſucceſlour He: 
ry the fourth. 

10 If ſubies haue a Zutheran or Calninift to their 
King, oc Prince, who indeuoreth to bring them into 
Hereſies, (you muft alwaics vnderſtand whar Hereties 
they meane) they are thoſe {ubiects quitted of homage 
& tealty towards their ſoucraigne Maſters. To whom 
itis Jawtull and granted to renounce,murder or.impri- 
jon luch an anointed and high Magiſtrate. 

11 That, Emperors, Kings & Princes may be poy- 
ſ{oned by their vaſlals and ſeruants ; incaſe the Theo/o- 
g1ans,or.leſuits, being learned and graue men, doe ac- 
count them for tyrants : prouided, that the concluded 
party to die,doe not amend,nor procure his owne vor 
luntary deſtruction, 

12. Lhe Popchaththe free gift of all the kingdoms, 
priacipalities, :and territories ofall hereticall and inki- 
del Princes: and ſuch donations ſhall be firme and 
available to all conſtruftions andpurpoles..

Gregories ouerlight could be no {mall fault,inthat he 
called not into his conſideration; That 7t was the of fice

ftianity, peace and humility, by ſuſſering the faults of one 
man rather to eſcape vapuniſhed,then to haue ingaged the 
inwocent and harmeleſſe people through his private deſire 
of reuenze,in an Ocean of misfortunes. 

For it is manifeſt that all which we go abour in the 
feruour of zeale, and to good intents, is notalyayes 
cone to good purpoſe. Moſes in zeale to his country- 
man flew the Egyptian,yetheſinned. Oz4 in zeale to 
vphold the Arke of God touchedit,and dyed. Peter in 
zcaleto our Lord and his maſter ſtroke off Malchas his 
care,and yet he was blamed . An inconſiderate zeale 
doth oftentimes produce miſchiefand inconuenience, 

Inregard whereof, he ought not to haue excommu- 


nicated the Emperour, in participation of whoſe of- 


fence ſuch multitudes of Chriſtian ſoules were inte- 
reſſed,that without apparant ſchiſme, and diſunion of 
vnity in the Church and common weale, it could not 
be remedied. T his is but the lame Councell which tor 
many Ages paſt,that great light of the Church S. 4«-

and prooucd the warrant thereof out of the writings 
of S.Paul, Whole opinion the Church from thence- 
toorth held ſo forceable, reaſonable, andacceptable, 
that zt vouchſafed to anonch it 7% warrant of their Canons.

And he confeſſed to. God, to Saint Peter, and before the 
whole Church,that he had greenouſly ſinned in his paſtorall 
Office, committed unto his charge to gonerne; and that 
by the perſwaſion of the druell hee had raiſed greate wrath 
and hatred amongit the ſonnes of Men .

His Phyſitian, I ſfay,forbad his Steward to ſerue vp any 
more Porke. Vhich when his Holineſle obſerued,he 
demaunded for his diſh . His Steward made anſ{were, 
that his Phyſitian had forbad it. The Biſhop replied, 
Al diſpetto didio, bring me my Pork. 
Againe, when at dinner time, hee had eſpied a Pea- 
cock, which was not toucht. Keepe me (quorh he) th7s 
ſerutce colde for my ſupper, and let it be ready by an houre; 
for I meane to ranuite certarne gucits . But at ſupper per- 
cciuing many hote fmoaking Peacocks,but miſſing his 
colde one; all pale with anger hee belched out moſt 
horrible blaſphemy againſt the diuine Maieſty.Vhich 
when one of the gueſt-Cardinals obſerued; Let not 


| your Holineſſe (quoth he) be {o angry for ſoſmalla trifte. 


Whereto {us replied : If God were ſo farre forth an- 
gry about an Apple, that therefore he ſpared not to cait our 
frit Parents out of Paradiſe , ſhall it not be lawfull for me 
(his Vicar ) to be offended for being couſoned of my Peacock, 


| fahen cea Peacock is of more worth then nan zy Apples. 


5. For ſwearers and equiuocators. 


T He Papal-Canons doe teach, that the Romane Bi- 
_* ſhop,may abſoluetrs oaths, diſpenſe with vowes, 
and relcaſea periured perſon. Whereupon,itis not to 
be wondred at,to finde ſo many periured and faithlelle 
Papiſts, ſwarming in euery corner of the world. 

The Councel of Coitazce ouer-awed the Emperor 
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S$:2i{mond(tothe violation of his oath) to deale with 
Joh# Hus,according to the fore-ſaid Canon, & by that 
law to burne h'm : vt ſupra. 

Grezory the thirteenth, by the Brewe wrote vnto the 
Papiſts of E-g/and, that Rebus [ic ſtantibus , they might 
yeeld their obedience tothe Queene. VVhich intima- 
teth nothing elſe ; but that for the preſent they may 
{iweare, and vpon occaſion dally with their oathes as 
them beſt ſeemeth. 

Iuljus the ſecond,according to the teſtimony of Gu/c- 
ciardinc in his cight book, maintained, That the Romiſh 
B:ſhop might violate his pleightedfaith . And this Ma- 
xime he taught as well by example, as manner of lite, 


For henot onely by falfifying his faith, couſoned the 


Cardinals ofa huge maſle of treaſure, but alſo by the 
treachery and equiuocation, ingaged the Frexch and 
Vexetians in manitold incumbrances. 

S:1kerins,againſt his oath ofallegeance ſworne vnto 
the Emperour , did his beſt to betray the City to th 


Gothes. 
Gregory the ſecond, hauing forgotten his oath giuen 


vnto the Emperor,cauſed /taly to reuolt, and contede- 


rated with his enemies. 
Gregory the ſeuenth, in a moment forgot what hee 


had religiouſly promiſed and ſworne to effect. 
Paſcal the ſecond, after apeace {worn with the Em- 
cror in ſpecial & preciſe termes,as ſoone as his Pope- 
ſhip had leuicd his forces,he charged his Maieſtie. 


Formoſus, by breaking his oath, cauſed moſt cruell 
tragedies. 


A/exander the ſixth , for his falſe faith (more infa- 


mous then Punique was moſtrenow:ned. 
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Leo thethe tenth, againſt his {worne promiſe, bani- 
ſhed the houſe of Kver out ofthe Dutchy of /Y/7bay. 

Clement the ſcuenth, had ſmall regard of his faith. 

Paul the fourth, and Pius the fifth, excommunicated 
the Engliſh, tor not reuolting from their oathes of a- 
legeancc. 

Gregory the fourteenth,threatens that he would doc 
thelike againſt the ſubiccts of Fraxce. 

Remember the battell of YVarza.

(Dlomenr the ſixth, was euermore very caretull, to 
keepe the Chriſtian Princes at iarres, ſo that they

Ohz the thirteenth, put out thecies of ſome of his 

Cardinals; ſome he depriued of their tongues ; ſome 
of their ngers, hands, noſes and priuitics. 

Boniface the ſeuenth, by anambuſh tooke 70h» the 
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fifteenth priſoner; put out his ejes; committed him to 
priſon,ſtarued him,andſo became Maſter ofthe Pope- 
dome. 

Paſchal the ſecond , excommunicated Hezry the 
fourth, being a moſt religions Prince: prouoked the 
Sonne toriſe 1n armes againſt the Father. Andto put 
no period to his helliſh Nature, ſo infinite was his rage 
towards the dead carcafle, that he commanded it to be 
digged vp, to be caſt out of the Church, and to want 
Chriſtian buriall by the terme of fiue yeares. 

Hiſtories record, that Nzchol.zs the third was priuy, 
nay, author of that Sc/{zaz maſſacre, from whence 
ſprung the proucrb: weſþere /icute. 

Tohn the fourteenth : This man deliuered vnto the 
Hang-man,one Peter the Prxtect of Koe: Who ſtrip- 
ping him to the skinne, and ſhauing his beard, by his

Then 
ſetting him on an Aſle, with his face reuerſed, and his

Gregory the ninth, his fury againſt the Emperor was 
vnappeaſeable, and wouldas farre as in him lay , haue 
vtterly confounded him, 

Vrban the fixth, vpon a creation of nine new Cardi- 
nals, caſt ſeuen of the olde into priſon; fewed fiue in 
ſacks, and caſt them into the lea. 

Boniface the eighth : ſuch (in partiality of his owne 
faction)was the vnquenchable flame of h1z rancour to- 
wards the G/b2{//25, tligt VPONTEDOIT, hovw lome of the 
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Gdehad ſeated themſelues at Genoaz himielfe made haſt 
to the place,finally to haue deſtroyed them, and roo- 
red out theirrace from the memory of Man , Vpon 
Aſhwedneſday being according vnto cuſtometo mi- 
niſter Aſhes vnto the people, the Bithop of the place 
(whom he knew to be a Gibelline)approached him,8& 
vpon his knees deſired his Benedition.

This man tooke ſuch delightin go- 
ucrning his afftaires with tumult and diſorder , that 
when the Romane Citizens delired him to reſtore vn- 
ro them their auncient priuiledges ; to ſurrender the 
Capitol; to put an cndto the Schiſme ; to finiſh the 
warres,and to bury all memory of ſeditions. Heein 
ſhew of friendſhip requeſted the petitioners to attend 
his Reſolue at his Nephew Zodowicks houſe (as good 
had they beeneto haue gone to the hang man ) then 
dwclling inthe Hoſpitall of S.Es4eriz. For foorthwith 
he murdredelcuen ofthem, and caſt their dead bodies 
out at the windowes,faying: That by any other counſel 
it was not posſible to finiſh the warre and the Schiſme. 
tanocentthetourth, As full of fanaticall frenſic, ac- 
curſed Frederick; depriued him of all Imperiall digni- 
ty; abſolued his people from their oaths of obedience;

He vnſhcathed the blade,and caſt the Keyes into T7ber 
laying : Sithence Peters ketes can no longer ſtead vs, wel- 
come the ſword of zood S. Paul,

Paſchal the eleuenth, ſpentthe whole courle of his 
life in warre and commorions. 

Grezory the ninth, by his Legats publiquely com- 
manded the Princes of Germ2any to depole Freatricke. 
Guilty otthe ſame treaſon were /urus the ſecond. Ha- 
adrian the tourth,and Gregory the third. 

Grezory the thirteenth, the ſucceſſor of P/us Quintus 
in impicty and tyrannic was the Author,approuer and 
commender of the Pari{iex maſſacre: then the which 
the ſunne neuer beheld a more Satanical ſtratagem, 
whence roſe the prouerbz Nuptie Gallice. 

By the conniuance of S/x74s the fifth, Henry the third, 
was ſtabbed to death by atrayterous Monke, and by 
him the ſaid Murder was exceeding well allowed.

diſpoyled him of his pontificall ornaments; buffered 


him well tauouredly, and committed him to priſon. 
Andas ſome report, they depriued him both of his cies 
and his tongue. 

Chriſtopher the firſt being depoſed from the Papa- 
cy,was conſtrainedtoleada monaſticall life. Not long 
after he was taken from the ſaid monaſtery by Sergizs 


his ſucceſſor, and committedto a moſt ſeucreprifon, . 


and there ended his dajes in great miſery.
